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PREFACE. 


Th E candour and liberality with which my propo- 
poſals for this work have been received, call upon me 
to apologize for the length of time that has elapſed 
ſince they were firſt publiſhed. The moſt effeQtual 
and ſatisfactory method of doing this, will be, to relate 
the motives which originally induced me to ſtep aſide 
from my profeſſional ſtudies, into the province of the 
geographer, and have finally determined me on offer- 
ing to the public an entire new Map of the kingdom 
of IRELAND. 

'The firſt idea of the work was ſuggeſted by the 
difficulties which I had often experienced, in endea- 
vouring to trace out the eccleſiaſtical diviſion of the 
kingdom, and to aſcertain the limits of each dioceſe. 
Nothing can be more intricate than thoſe diviſions; 
their boundaries and extent having little or no depend- 
ance on thoſe of counties and baronies. The clergy of 
the county of Galway are under the patronage of five 
B different. 
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different Sees; and thoſe of the Queen's County, VA 


which in ſize is not a fourth of Galway, depend upon 
as many; while the biſhops of Meath and Killaloe 
extend their juriſdiction into ſix counties. 

The eccleſiaſtical and civil diviſions of the kingdom 
being ſo unaccountably intermixed; it occurred to me, 
that a Map of Ireland, in which the extent of. every 
dioceſe and the ſite of their ſeveral pariſhes ſhould be aſ- 
certained, might be acceptable to the public: and I was 
tempted to undertake it. Having therefore communi- 
_ cated my intention to moſt of the Biſhops, it was imme- 
diately honoured with their Lordſhips approbation; and, 
encouraged by their patronage, I proceeded in my deſign. 

But that deſign went no farther, at firſt, than to in- 
ſert theſe particulars in a faithful copy of one of the 
beſt and moſt modern maps of this country : and it 
was not till after I had employed much time and paias 
on it, that I found the ſcale which I had adopted, of 
ten miles to an inch, too contracted for my purpoſe ; 
and the maps which I intended to follow, ſo full of 
errors and defects, as to require almoſt perpetual cor- 
rection. 

What was then to be done? I could neither reſolve 
to relinquiſh my deſign, nor ſubmit to the publiſhing 
a map crowded and full of faults.— I determined, there- 


fore, 
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fore, at once, to alter and enlarge my plan; thinking 
that my leiſure hours could not be better employed 
than in correcting the geography of this kingdom. 
For this end I was obliged to ſet about my work, as 
if no general map of Ireland had been extant: and 
without paying the ſmalleſt attention to thoſe of Moll, 
© Jeffereys, Kitchin, Rocque, Bowles, &c. I have con- 
firufted a new one, upon two ſheets, by a ſcale of ſix 


miles to an inch, from the beſt authorities and moſt 
authentic information that I have been able to procure. 


A perfectly correct map cannot be expected, till every 


county has been accurately ſurveyed; and it is to be la- 
mented, that the aſtronomer and the engineer have been 


ſo much leſs employed in ſettling the geography of the 
Britiſh Hands, than in aſcertaining that of our diſtant 
poſſeſſions. The coaſts and harbours of India and 
America are better known, and more correctly laid 
down, than thoſe of Ireland or even of Great Britain. 
In the year 165 5, SIX WILLIAM PRT T ſurveyed all 
the forfeited lands in the kingdom; under which deſcrip- 
tion the greater part of moſt counties, and the whole of 
others were included. Since that period, twelve coun- 
ties only have been furveyed ; and of thoſe no more 
than nine maps are publiſhed. Thofe of Meath, 
Donegal, and Tyrone, and the ew map of Armagh, 


L continue 
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continue in manuſcript, and are depoſited in the re- 
| ſpective court-houſes, for the uſe of the gentlemen of 
| each county. 

|; But as IRELAND is rapidly increaſing in popula- 
tion and opulence, and liberally encourages every art 
and ſcience ; there can be little doubt, that the time is 
not very diſtant, when the topography of every part of 


it will be completely aſcertained. 

Meanwhile I offer to the public this Map; in which 
I have endeavoured to give a faithful repreſentation ” 
the face of the country; by delineating, with all the 


preciſion in my power, the courſe of rivers, the ſituation. 
and comparative heights of mountains, and the relative 


ſize and conſequence of towns and villages : and I flat- 
ter myſelf that it will afford ſome intereſting informa- 
tion, not only to Iriſhmen and Britons, but even to fo- 


reigners. 

| G The mountainous appearance of the weſtern coaſts 
| will account for the little uſe that is made of ſome of 
_— the fineſt harbours in the world; the multitude of pariſhes 
| | in the eaſtern and ſouthern counties, prove thoſe to have 


| been the moſt wealthy and populous parts of the king- 
dom, at a very early period. Many political and hiſto- 
rical deductions, which may be drawn from the local 
[ | circumſtances of a country, will ſerve either to confirm 
or 
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or refute its ancient and obſcure annals. Few countries 
in the world have experienced greater viciſſitudes than 
Ireland; having been, if we may give credit to her hiſto- 
rians, populous and civilized, long before the days of 
St. Patrick ; and having ſunk, afterwards, into a ſtate 
of almoſt ſavage ignorance and barbariſm. Inſtances 
of ſuch degeneracy are not frequent, and much has 
been written of late, with great ingenuiry, to diſ- 
prove the exiſtence of that flouriſhing ſtate, which 
ſhe is ſaid to have enjoyed in remote ages. With- 
out entering here into a diſquiſition of ſo nice a queſ- 
tion; or attempting to decide between the zealous 
champions for her ancient grandeur, and the ſceptical 
antiquaries, who endeavour, by learned arguments and 
reaſoning, to confute long-credited traditions ; I ſhall 
only obſerve, that if, in the warmth of national enthu- 
ſiaſm, one party ſeems to raiſe the glory of ancient Ire- 
land too high; the other, perhaps, through an honeſt in- 
dignation againſt the legendary tales and fiction, that 
ſo often ſully the page of early hiſtory, too much 
depreſs its former condition. —'The truth may proba- 
bly lie between them. And an intimate acquaintance 
with the face of this country, joined to an attentive 
obſervation of the changes it has undergone, and of the 
various monuments of antiquity which {till remain in 


every 
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every part of it, is eſſentially neceſſary to the philoſo- 
phic enquirer, and his ſureſt guide in the inveſtigation 
of its true hiſtory, during the times which preceded 
the reign of Henry II. and the three ſucceeding ages. 

But to return to the immediate ſubject of this 
memoir; I ſhall now enumerate the ſources from 
which I have drawn my information, and the authori- 
ties upon which I have ventured to deviate from for- 
mer geographers. The uſe J have made of theſe au- 
thorities, and the manner in which I have compared and 
combined them, ſhall be particularized in the follow- 
ing ſheets. | 

Sir William Petty's Maps of Ireland,. and of each of 
its counties, firſt made public in 1685, have been the 
ground-work of mine, as well as of every other map 
of this kingdom, that has been publithed in the courſe 
of this century. 

The EccLeslasTICAL part of my map is much in- 
debted to them, but ſtill more to his orignal ſurveys of 
the ſeveral baronies and pariſhes, which are preſerved 
as records, in the Surveyor-general's office, in the Caſtle 
of Dublin. To thefe I had free and frequent acceſs 
through the liberal and obliging permiſſion of Mr. Hand- 
cock, deputy ſurveyor-general. 


E * 
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have received conſiderable aſſiſtance from the map of 
the countyof Down, publiſhed without a name, in 1767; 
and from that of Lough Neagh and its environs, by 
Mr. J. Lendrick in 1785. His map of Antrim, pub- 
liſhed in 1780, and Mr. Neville's of Wicklow in 1760, 
with lieutenant Alexander 'Taylor's excellent and accu- 
rate maps of Kildare and Louth, the former in 1 780, 
and the latter in 1787, have enabled me to give a [vey 
true repreſentation of thoſe counties. 

Rocque's Map of the county of Dublin has afforded 
much information. His Map of Armagh in 1760, and 
Oliver Sloane's of the Queen's County, engraved about 
thirty years ago, though very inferior performances, 
were however of ſome uſe; and Mr. Pelham's recent 
furvey of Clare, fully eſtabliſhes the topography of that 
county. 

To thefe muſt be added an old ſurvey of Cork har- 
bour, publiſhed by Mount and Page; one, of the har- 
bour of Waterford by William Doyle in 1735, and 
another by M. M*Kenzie in 1767; with Mr. Cowen's 
maps of the river Shannon, and Mr. N. Roche's of the 


Suir. 
I have alfo confulted Dr. Smith's account of the 
ancient and preſent ſtate of the counties of Cork, Wa- 


terford, and Kerry; and have derived great advantage, 
in 
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in delineating the coaſts, from Mr. Mackenzie, and 
Captain Huddart's charts. —Meflts. Taylor and Skin- 


ner's very exact and uſeful ſurvey of the roads of Ire- 


land, has been of great ſervice to me in- many reſpects, 
but principally in aſcertaining the diſtances of towns: 
and repreſenting the face of the country. 

Beſide theſe. printed authorities I have been favoured 
with the uſe of ſome excellent drawings. — To the 
Grand juries of Donegal and Tyrone, I am obliged, 
for the liberty of reducing to the ſcale of my map, 
their large and elegant maps of thoſe counties, which 
were actually ſurveyed a few years ago, and I have 
reaſon to believe, with great ſkill and accuracy, by 
Meſſ. Macrea of Lifford.—I have been alſo indulged, 
at Armagh, with a tranſcript of the new. map of that. 
county, by the ſame artiſts. Sloane's map of Meath, 
which 1s on a large ſcale, has ſupphed me with the 
relative poſitions of places in that county. 

I have had the advantage of tracing the rivers Shan-- 
non, Boyne, and Broſna, from Mr. Bernard Scalz's 
ſurveys of thoſe rivers, by permiſſion of Mr. Lof- 
tus, and the commiſſioners of impreſt accounts, 
in whoſe office thoſe plans are depoſited, Colonel 
Tarrant obliged me with his ſurvey of the river

A ſurvey of the whole tract of country, through 
which a canal was ſome years ago propoſed to be made, 
from Dublin to the river Inny, was kindly communi- 
cated to me by William Smyth of Barbavilla Eſq; and 
has aſſiſted me in correcting the ſituation of places and 
the courſe of rivers along that line; through parts of 
the counties of Meath and Weſtmeath. 

The courſe of the grand and royal canals, as far as 
they are executed, I have received from the accurate 
pencil of their ſurveyor, Mr. John Brownrig. To 
the Rev. Mr. Whitelaw, and the Rev. Mr. Harvey, 
my grateful acknowledgements are due, for the unſo- 
licited communications of their elegant maps of the 
baronies of Tirawly, in the county of Mayo, and of 
Iniſhowen, in Donegal. Nor muſt I omit to thank 
Lieutenant Taylor, who is actually engaged in ſurvey- 
ing the county of Longford, for a ſketch of the diſ- 
tances and bearings of the ſeveral towns in that county; 
which he very obligingly communicated at the requeſt 
of my learned and ingenious friend Richard. Lovel 
Edgworth, Eſq. 

But nothing can more effectually contribute to rec- 
fy t the geography, a and to aſcertain the figure and 


C | extent 
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extent of a country, than the determining the latitude 
of a number of places in it, by accurate aſtronomical 
obſervations: and of theſe I have availed myſelf, when- 
ever I could depend upon their preciſion.—Such are 
thoſe which I received from a much lamented friend, 
and excellent aſtronomer, the late Dr. Usſher, F. R. 8. 
and Profeſſor of aſtronomy in the Univerſity of Dublin; 
and thoſe with which I was ſupplied, by the friendſhip 
of the Rev. Dr. ]. A. Hamilton of Armagh, and the 
politeneſs of Dr. Longfield of Cork. Their obſervati- 
ons, with thoſe of Mr. Maſon, in Donegal, as publiſhed 
in the tranſactions of the Royal Society, for the year 
1770, and a few others, have authorized me to 
make ſome conſiderable changes, in delineating the 
form of this iſland; and thereby to give a truer repre- 
ſentation, as I apprehend, of the ſhape and ſize of it, 
than what any of the printed maps exhibit. 

It is with great regret that I ſeem to caſt any reflec- 
tion on the uſeful labours of Dr. Smith); but I think 
it my duty to mention, in this place, that although 
| his authority is very reſpectable in other matters; little 
\ reliance is to made on the latitude and longitude 
which he aſſigns to places, from his own obſervations. 
For it 1s evident, from the proceſs* he made uſe of to

aſcertain 
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aſcertain the longitude of Cape Clear, by obſerving an 
eclipſe of Jupiter's firſt Satellite, that he was little ac- 
quainted with aſtronomy. 'The * tables which he men- 
tions, gave 9 h. 25 min. 17 ſec. P. M. for the time of 
its immerſion at London, on the 8th of September 1747. 
He ſays, it was obſerved by him at 10 h. 4 min. 
15 ſec. P. M.—and hence he concludes the place of 
his obſervation, near the Cape, to be 39 min. of time, 
or 9 deg. 45 min. weſt from London: whereas, if his 
time-keeper were truly regulated, and his obſervation 
accurate, as the tables were probably right, the true 
concluſion would be, that Cape Clear is ſituated 39 
min. ea of London. But the Cape being certainly 
more than ꝙ h. 15 min. we/? of London, the apparent 
time of the eclipſe at Cape Clear, muſt have been at 
leaſt 37 min. earlier than at London, or upwards of an 
hour and a quarter before the time at which Dr. Smith 
ſays he obſerved it. 

To do all that was in my power towards improving 
and correcting the geography of this kingdom, I em- 
ployed two ſummers in viſiting the different counties, 
and particularly the remote parts, for which I had not 
any authentic documents; and in the courſe of theſe 
tours I collected much information from gentlemen

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of knowledge and obſervation, concerning thoſe diſ- 


tricts with which they were well acquainted. 


With regard to the ecclgſiaſtical part of this Map, 
Sir William Petty's ſurveys, as mentioned above, were 
of the utmoſt importance in aſcertaining the ſituation 
of pariſhes, and the extent of biſhopricks. 

I was, beſides, liberally ſupplied, from the regiſtries 
of the ſeveral dioceſes, with every kind of information 
that I wanted, and they contained ; for which I am to 
acknowledge my obligation to the ſeveral Biſhops, as 
well as for the flattering encouragement with which I 
have been honoured by their lordſhips, during the 
progreſs of this work. 

I have only now to intreat the indulgence of the 
public for the errors and inaccuracies which, after all 
my pains, will be found in the Map. With ſuch ma- 
terials as this country yet affords, many were certainly 
unavoidable ; and ſome, I fear, are to be imputed to 
the inſufficiency of my own judgment. For, in thoſe 
caſes where certainty was wanting, I have been forced to 
recur to reaſoning and conjecture: and at the ſame 
time that I deprecate a haſty cenſure of the work, I 


_ earneſtly ſolicit correction; and ſhall thankfully amend 


every fault in it, which thoſe, who are better inform- 


ed, will have the candour to point out. 


2 'The 
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The immediate object of the following memoir is 
to point out the principal defects of the former Maps 
of Ireland, which are amended in mine; and, in illuſ- 
tration of the new Map, to give a ſhort deſcription of 
the ſeveral counties, with reſpect to their ſoil, extent, 
population, and commerce; together with a ſummary 
account of the eccleſiaſtical eſtabliſiment in each dio- 
ceſe. 

The neceſſary limits of ſuch a memoir preclude 
more than a mere ſketch of the preſent ſtate of the 
kingdom. But if I ſhould have the happineſs of 
finding, that this eſſay is received with indulgence; I 
may perhaps, at a future day, offer to the public a 
more full and particular account of Ireland. In the 
part which relates to the Church, I ſhould propoſe to 
trace the hiſtory of each dioceſe, and to mark the va- 
rious alterations that have taken place in its eſtabliſh- 
ments, from the earlieſt period. I ſhould alſo endea- 
vour to ſtate with preciſion the circumſtances of every 
pariſh ; ſuch as their patronage, extent, impropriations 
and glebes; the valuation in the king's books, the firſt- 
fruits, crown-rents, procurations, and other charges to 
which they may be liable ; with any peculiarities that 
relate to them.—In the other part, I would treat the 
topography of the country hiſtorically ; and not only 
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deſcribe what is intereſting at preſent ; but minutely 
enquire into the ſeveral changes that have been made 
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ties; in the names of places, the face of the country, 
and the territorial property. By conſidering the grow- 
ing proſperity of the kingdom, the gradual but vaſt 


increaſe of its population and opulence, and the con- 


nection of each with its efficient cauſe ; I would trace 
the operation of internal diſſentions, and foreign inva- 
ſions, in former ages: and the happy conſequences that 
flow from the ſettlement of the country, the progreſs of 
civilization, and the improvement of arts, manufactures 
and commerce, in later times. 


Fl | At the end of this memoir, I ſhall give an explana- 
[| tion of thoſe Iriſh words, which occur moſt frequently 
in the names of places; and ſo copious an Index to the 
Map, with references to facilitate the finding of any 
1 place, and at the ſame time ſhew what it is; that it may 


1 be conſidered as a topographical n to the 
Il. kingdom of Ireland, 
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Trost parts of the ſea coaſt, which are bounded by ridges of 
lofty and abrupt rocks, are ſo clearly marked by the graver, that 
it is unneceſſary to do more than mention, that the diſtinction 1s 
made. 

The boundaries of the BIsHOPRICEs are expreſſed by a chain of 
ſmall pearls; and where they coincide with the bounds of counties 
or baronies, the pearls are intermixed with the round or long 
dots, by which thoſe bounds are eſpectively denoted. 

But that the civil and eccigſiaſtical diviſions may be clearly diſtin- 
guiſhed at the ſame time; the limits of every dioceſe may be illu- 
minated by a broad pale colour, while the counties and baronies 
in each province, are coloured in the uſual manner. 

To point out the ſituation of the pariſhes, I have placed every 
church in its proper ſite; and the eye will at once diſtinguiſh 
exiſting churches from ſuch as are in ruins. To theſe I have 
added, wherever they remain, as an intereſting object to the cu- 
rious antiquary, thoſe ſingular buildings, which are peculiar to 
Ireland, the round towers. Theſe towers are all cylindrical, and 
of ſtone; they vary in height from 50 to 140 feet, and from 
eight to twelve feet in diameter, in the clear. Some are of ex- 
cellent, and even elegant workmanſhip, and others of very rude 
maſonry; but all without ſtairs. They have commonly four win- 
dows, very near the top; and the door, which is elevated ten or 
twelve feet above the ground, is turned towards the church; on 


the. 
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the north-weſt ſide of which they are generally fituated, though 
at various diſtances. 

But of the age in which they were erected, or of the uſe which 
was made of them, no certain account has yet been collected 
from Iriſh hiſtory or tradition. 

I have appropriated the Roman character excluſively to the 
names of pariſhes, ſo that when a town or village bears the ſame 
name as the pariſh in which it lies, it is expreſſed in roman 
characters; but when they differ, the name of the pariſh is in 
Roman, and that of the town or village in [alrcks. 

The letters R. V. &c. which follow the name of each FO 
ſhew whether it be a rectory or vicarage, &c. 

A ſingle line under the name of a vicarage denotes that the rec- 
tory is a lay impropriation; and a double line, that the Wan of 
the whole pariſh are impropriate. 

The names of all cities, towns, and boroughs, which have the 
privilege of returning members to parliament, and thoſe only, 
are expreſſed in capital letters. 

I have taken care to repreſent the mountains in a ſuch a man- 
ner as might nearly ſhew the ſpace they occupy; I have alſo 
endeavoured to give an idea of their comparative height, by the 
varied ſtrengh of ſhading; and the engraver has, except in a very 
few inſtances, exactly followed my drawing. 

The inſertion of the high roads, would have much crowded 
the map: and as they ſerve only to miſlead, unleſs very accurately 
deſcribed; I judged it beſt, upon the whole, to mark thoſe only 
by which the mails are conveyed to the ſeveral poſt towns. The 
direct poſt roads from Dublin are marked by a double line, the 


croſs poſts by a /ing/e one, and the poſt towns are diſtinguiſhed by 
figures, 
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figures, which ſhew at the ſame time how many poſt days they 
have in every week. 

It may be ſatis factory to ſee with what noted places in England, 
and even on the continent, the different parts of Ireland agree in 
latitude. I have therefore marked on the eaſtern ſcale line of the 
map, the parallels of ſome of the principal towns in England, 
and of a few cities in Europe and Aſia; and on the weſtern ſcale 

line, the relative ſituation of North-America to this iſland. The 
ſcale lines on the north and ſouth, will ſhew how much more to 
the weſt Ireland 1s ſituated than any other part of Europe. 
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A NEW MAP OF IRELAND: 


I, CONSTRUCTION oF THE MAP. 


THE maps of Jeffereys and Bowles place DuBEIx nearly 
in the true latitude; but they are very erroneous with reſpect 
to its longitude. For the late Dr. Usſher found, by the reſult 
of a multitude of obſervations, that the latitude of his ob- 
ſervatory in Mecklenburg-ſtreet, where he then reſided, is 
53? 21' 2”, and the longitude 25 minutes of time, or 6® 15 O. 
weſt from Greenwich. Whereas Jeffereys places it in 6 3o' O. 
and Bowles in 6* 39“ o“, the longitude in his map varying 
from 9 to 11 minutes weſt of the other. 

Dr. Longfield aſſigns to the city of Cokk, the latitude of 
51 53 54“, and the weſtern longitude of 8* 3o' Oo“. But 
Teffereys* map places it in latitude 51 45' O“, which is an 
error of 8' 54” ; and in longitude 8* 37 3o”; which is only 

2% zol weſt of Dublin, as placed by him: whereas the difference 
between thoſe two cities is 7 3o” greater, according to the 
obſervations ; the meridian of Cork being 2* 15' o“ weſt of that 
of Dublin, | 


At 
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At Cavan, near the town of Lifford, in the county of Done- 
gal, Mr. Maſon erected a temporary obſervatory, by appoint- 
ment of the Royal Society, in the year 1769, to obſerve the 
tranſit of Venus; and continued his obſervations there, from 
April to December. The mean of theſe obſervations, which 
may be ſeen in the Philoſophical tranſactions for 1770, deter- 
mines the ſituation of that ſpot, to latitude 54* 51 41”, and to 
welt longitude 7 23' o”. By the former maps it is placed in lat. 
54 49 40“, and in long. 7 53“ ol. 

But as there can be no doubt of the accuracy of the obſervations 
which I have now reported; Dublin, Cork, and Cavan, were laid 
down in my map, as three fixed points, from which the relative 
ſituation of other places, and the form, and extent of the iſland, 
might be aſcertained with more preciſion, than had been done 
hitherto. There was ſtilE wanting a poſition in the weſt of Ire- 
land, aſtronomically determined : and a pupil of Dr. Usſher under- 
took a journey to Galway expreſsly for the purpoſe of obtaining it. 
By repeated ſolar, and a few lunar obſervations, he aſcertained the 
latitude of GaLway, to be 53 16' o”, which Jeffereys? map 
makes only 53* 10 30“. And though he was prevented by a 
ſeries of ſhowery and clouded nights, which prevailed the whole 
time he was able to remain there, from making ſuch a number of 
lunar obſervations, as might ſettle the longitude aſtronomically : 
yet as this town lies ſo nearly in the ſame parallel with Dublin, 
whoſe longitude 1s accurately fixed ; and as the meaſured diſ- 
tance is by many geometrical methods carefully aſcertained, we 
cannot err conſiderably in the determination of its longitude. 

The true poſition of Cavan being eſtabliſhed, it enabled me to 
adjuſt the diſtances and bearings of the county of Donegal from 
Mr. Macrea's large ſurvey, and thereby to determine the ſituation 


of Londonderry, as the map of Donegal neceſſarily eee 
that city. 


The 
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The county of TyroNE, which is contiguous to Donegal, and 
extends eaſtward as far as Lough Neagh, was laid down with the 
like preciſion from the ſurvey of the ſame artiſt. And it is a proof 
of his accuracy, that I found but a very trifling difference between 
the ſituation of the village of Cookſtown in his map, and its true 
place, according to Dr. Hamilton's obſervations : which from his 
having had for ſeveral years a fixed obſervatory there, and having 
very frequently compared the paſſages of the moon's limb reduced 
to the centre, with the actual obſervations of Dr. Maſkelyne, on 
the ſame days, and omitted few opportunities of obſerving the 
eclipſes of Jupiter's firſt ſatellite, may be eſteemed of incontro- 
vertible authority. 

The map of Lou Neacn and the adjacent country, ſerved 
to connect Tyrone with the counties of Antrim, Down, and Ar- 
magh, all of which have been ſurveyed, as was mentioned in the 
preface. The county of Louth bounds with thoſe of Down and 
Armagh, and a ſmall part of the county of Meath intervenes be- 
tween Louth and Dublin. But here we have the city of Dub- 
lin for another fixed point, which communicates a great degree 
of exactneſs to the relative poſition of the counties of Meath and 
Louth, to Kildare, Wicklow, and the Queen s County ; of all 
which there are modern ſurveys. ; 

Mr. Scale's ſurvey of the courſe of the river Boyne, was of 
great uſe in rectifying the topography of the county of Meath. 
And by comparing his ſurvey of the river Broſna, and a plan of 
the northern line, which had been formerly propoſed for a canal 
from the capital to the river Inny, and ſo into the Shannon, — with 
the meaſurement of the roads that lead from Dublin to different 
towns on the Shannon, we ſhall go near to determine the diſ- 
tance of that river from the eaſtern coaſt, or the difference of 
' longitude between Dublin and Athlone, &c. which I apprehend 
to be ſomewhat leſs than is uſually repreſented. By the maps, 


Athlone is weſt of Dublin 1* 42 o”, and the rhomb diſtance is 56 
2 | miles. 
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miles. But Sir W. Petty makes it only 51 miles: and as the 
road meaſures 59 miles 5 furlongs, and as one mile in eight is the 
leaſt that can be allowed, on an average, for the windings of roads 
between any two places; the rectilinear diſtance cannot be ſo 
great as 56 miles. In the new map it will be found 52, and the 
difference of longitude no more than 1* 25“ O“, which is 7 mi- 
nutes leſs than in Jeffereys', and in my opinion ſo much nearer 
the truth. I have found it neceſſary likewiſe, to make an altera- 
tion in the latitude of Athlone, by placing it in 53® 23. 3o”. To 
this I was partly induced, by an obſervation of the young gentle- 
man who took the latitude of Galway for me ; but I ſhould not 
have depended on ſo few obſervations as he had time to make in 
paſſing through Athlone, had they not been confirmed by the 
poſition of Athlone, in the ſurvey of the Shannon, and by Mr. 


Pelham's map of the county of Clare, which includes a great 


part of that river. By that map, the difference of latitude be- 
tween Galway and Loophead, at the mouth of the Shannon, is 
o 45' 30” ; and by the ſurvey of the Shannon, Athlone is about 
530“ north of the ſame cape, a difference of 7 30“: ſo, the 
latitude of Galway being 53* 16' o”, that of Athlone muſt be 
53 23 30”, which is one minute more than in the printed maps. 

It is evident that theſe authorities muſt equally decide the ſitua- 


tion of Limerick ; which, with reſpect to its bearing from Dublin, 


varies but very little in this map from the old ones, the difference 
of longitude being the ſame in both, and the difference of latitude 
exceeding the old maps only 32”. 

The new map, on the ſame authority, repreſents the courſe of 
the Shannon, as trending much leſs to the ſouthward, than in 


thoſe of Jeffereys, &c. the difference of latitude between Lime- 


rick and Loophead which they make 1 3 30“, 5 no more 
than 9“ o“. 


But the true poſition of Cork cauſes a great variation in the 
1 | bearings 
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bearings of that City and Limerick, their difference of latitude 
being only 45 6”, and not 49“ 3o”, as in the old maps. They 
alſo place Limerick 8“ 30“ weſt of Cork; though, in my judg- 
ment, there can be no more than one minute difference between 
their meridians. The travelling meaſured diſtance is 49 miles 
and a half. But the Rhomb line meaſures, on the old maps, 45 
miles. On the new map it is but 41, which will be found neareſt 
to the truth, when it is conſidered, that the road from Cork 
to Limerick makes a great deviation from a linear direction, 
by paſſing through Mallow, Buttevant, Charleville, and Kil- 
mallock. / 

In conſequence of M'Kenzie's obſervations, I have placed 
Cape Clear in latitude 51* 19“ O“, which is 34' 54” ſouth of 
Cork. The old maps aſſign only 33' 30“ of difference in latitude 
between them; but they place the Cape 1* 2“ 30“ weſt of Cork. 
This I conceive to be erroneous, and have therefore followed Sir 
William Petty's maps, by which the difterence appears to be but 
55 o, and agrees better with the meaſured roads along the ſhore. 

In tracing the coaſts, a particular attention has been paid to 
M'Kenzie's charts, with reſpect to their indentings, ſhape, and 
bearings. But his dimenſions not having been taken by actual 
meaſurement, thoſe of Sir William Petty have been moſt fre- 
quently adopted, where documents of a later date are wanting. 
For whenever I compared his maps with the modern ones, there 
appeared ſuch a general coincidence of outline and extent, ex- 
cept in a very few inſtances, as is ſurpriſing ; when we conſider the 
period at which they were made, and the. rapidity of their execus 
tion. Sir William Petty's contract with government, is dated 
December 11, 1654, and the work was finiſhed in March 1656. 

But in his maps there is no ſcale of degrees, whence it is to 
be preſumed, that his ſurvey was not adjuſted by any aſtronomi- 
cal obſervations. And this will account for the difference in the 

general 
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general bearing of the iſland in the new map, from that which it 
has in the old ones. By the new projection, the northern part of 
Ireland inclines more to the eaſt, and the ſouthern extremity more 
to the weſt, than has been heretofore repreſented. For Jeffereys 
&c. give but 36 21' 30“ of longitude difference between the meri- 
dians of Fair-head in the north, and of Migen- head in the ſouth; 
while they place them in parallels of latitude 4* 2' o“ aſunder. 
Whereas the true difference of longitude is greater by 20' o”, and 
the latitude is 11' 30“ leſs. But that this new projection muſt 
be the true one, is proved by the obſervations at Cavan, in the 
county of Donegal, and at Cork ; the difference of their meridi- 
ans being 1* 7 o“ which is 22' 30“ more than in any of the old 
maps. 

In conſtructing the ſouth-eaſt coaſt, I have alſo deviated conſi- 
derably from my predeceſſors, having made the difference of 
latitude between Wicklow and Hook-tower 7hree minutes leſs, 
and between Hook-tower and Cork near fve minutes leſs than 
Jeffereys; which cauſes a variation of almoſt eight minutes in little 
more than a degree. But it has been ſhewn, that there is an error 
of about ine minutes in the old maps, between the parallels of 
Cork and Dublin. And the point of Hook, thus placed, agrees with 
Petty's ſurvey, and with the diſtance and bearing from St. David's- 
head in Wales, as laid down in the nautical charts. 

The true longitude of Dublin and Cork juſtifies the ſame 
charts, in delineating the eaſtern coaſt, from Wicklow to Carnſore 
point, as trending conſiderably to the weſtward, at leaſt eight 
minutes of longitude more than what appears by the old maps; 
which give only ine inſtead of ſeventeen minutes of longitude 
difference between thoſe two points. 

It is unneceſſary to dwell longer on the general conſtruction of 
the map. In the different deſcription of the ſeveral counties, the 


principal additions, retrenchments, and variations, ſhall be noticed 
in 


— 
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in their reſpective places. And the following table of the ob- 
ſervations, by which I was guided, will exhibit to the reader, at 
one view, how far the ſituation of places in the old maps coin- 
cides with, or varies from, their true geometrical poſition. 


OBSERV ATIONS OF LATITUDE. 
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OBSERVATIONS ON LONGIH UDE. 
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II. OF IRELAND. 


THIS iſland, which, next to Britain, is the largeſt in Europe, 
lies at no great diſtance from the weſtern ſhores of England, and 
{till nearer to the coaſt of Scotland. It is ſeparated from its 
ſiſter iſland by the IRISH SEA, which varies in breadth from 
fourteen to forty leagues ; but is contracted between Scotland and 
the county of Down to a channel only fix leagues wide; and 
farther north, to a ſtill narrower ſtrait, of leſs than four, between 

the N. E. point of the coaſt of Antrim and the Mull of Kintyre. 
* Thus ſea conveys into a few tolerable harbours, on the eaſtern 
coaſt, the greater part of the ſhipping employed in the intercourſe 
between theſe kingdoms, and alſo a large proportion of thoſe 
veſſels which are occupied in foreign commerce. 
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The principal ports on the eaſtern fide of Ireland are, DuBLIN, 
BeLFAsT, DUNDALK, DRoGHEDA, and WEXTORD. On the 
northern coaſt there are ſome bays of conſiderable extent ; but, 
except Lough Foyle, the bottom of which is the harbour of 
LonDONDERRY, they contribute little to the general trade of the 
kingdom. While the advantage of ſituation, and the excellence 
of the harbours of Cork and WaTERFORD, in the ſouth, have 
long enabled thoſe cities to carry on a very conſiderable and daily- 
improving traffic; augmented by the trade that reſorts to the 
celebrated harbour of Kix$ALE, and by the fleet of coaſters and 
other ſmall craft that crowd the leſs noted ports of Youcuar, 
DuNGARVAN, &c. But the fineſt harbours of Ireland are on 
the weſt and ſouth-weſt. Thoſe indented coaſts, which preſent 
innumerable promontories to the fury of the vaſt Atlantic, 
form in their deep receſſes ſome of the nobleſt havens in the 
world ; havens ſo ſecure and capacious, that in ſeveral of them 
the whole navy of Great Britain might ride in perfect ſafety. 
Such are Kenmare River and Bantry Bay, Black-Sod Harbour, 
and Broadhaven, &c.; which, from the unimproved ſtate of the 
adjacent country, and their diſtance from the capital, are as yet 
but of little uſe. 

The weſtern coaſt is not however deſtitute of commerce. 'The 
river Shannon brings ſhips of great burthen to the keys of LI- 
MERICK, by an intricate navigation of almoſt fifty miles from the 
ſea, Much was formerly done at GaLway, but the bay of 
SL1GO is now more frequented. There are a few other ports 
of inferior note, which will be mentioned in their reſpective 
places, as well as the fiſheries of Rutland and the Killeries. 

Nature has fortified the moſt prominent parts of this coaſt, 
from the north of Donegal to the extreme point of Cork; to 
ſerve as barriers againſt the incurſions of the weſtern ocean. 
But neither here, nor in any part of Ireland, are there, as in moſt 

Da -: other 
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other countries, long ranges of mountain; if we except one ridge 
of various heights, and interrupted by the river Blackwater, which 
extends from near Dungarvan to the county of Kerry. They 
ſtand rather in unconnected groups or maſſes, of different magni- 
tude, which are ſo diſperſed through the iſland, that there are 
few parts of it in which the proſpect is not ſomewhere terminated 
by this ſpecies of majeſtic ſcenery, forming a back-ground ſeldom 
more remote than twenty miles. It cannot however be called a 
mountainous country : though ſome counties are hilly, yet many 
are tolerably level, and others quite flat. From Dublin to the 
bay of Galway, a vaſt plain ſtretches itſelf acroſs the kingdom. 
And in this plain lies the Bog of Allen, which was formerly 
much larger than it is at preſent; a great portion of it having 
been reclaimed : but it ſtill occupies a conſiderable tract in the 
county of Kildare, the King's County, and Roſcommon; and 
branches off into Meath, Weſtmeath, and the Queen's County. 
This bog, though apparently flat, lies very high, and far above thg 
level of the ſea; for the river Boyne, the Little Barrow, and 
ſeveral inferior ſtreams, take their riſe in it, and purſue their 
various courſes towards oppoſite points of the compaſs. 

Ireland is indeed extremely well ſupplied with water by clear 


and lively rivers, and innumerable rivulets, by ſome large and 


even magnificent lakes, and by ſmall ones without number. If 
to this beautiful variety of water, hill, dale, and mountain, a 
ſufficient quantity of wood were united, few countries could boaſt 
a greater number of intereſting views and pictureſque ſcenes. 
But the policy“ of more barbarous days, and the demands of 
luxury in modern times, have applied the axe with ſo mercileſs a 


Immenſe quantities of wood have been conſumed in furnaces for making iron, and in 
the founderies for caſting metal ; of which there have been a great . and many ſtill 
remain in various parts of the kingdom. 
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hand, that of the foreſts, with which Ireland is ſaid to have been 
covered, a veſtige ſcarce remains, —The little that is left, at Kil- 
larney and other favoured ſpots, ſhews what many places have 
been, and till might be: but as a ſpirit of planting is diffuſed all 
over the kingdom, it may, before very many years elapſe, once 
more become a wooded country. 

The principal river of Ireland is the SHanNon, which almoſt 
inſulates Clare and the province of Connaught ; and, in a courſe 
of 150 miles, expands into fix different lakes, ſeveral miles long, 
and from two to ſix broad. Among the other rivers of note, the 
FoyLE and the BAN N run northward ; the Boynz, the LIFE, 
and the SLANEY, empty themſelves into the Iriſh ſea ; the Suix, 
the Barrow, and the NoRE, which pour their united ſtreams 
into the bay of Waterford, with the BLackx-waTER and the 
LEE, run all to the ſouthward ; the GuiBaRRa, the ERNE, the 
Mov, the Manc, the LANE, and the SHANNON, flow into the 
Atlantic. | — 

The ſoil of Ireland varies from the ſtiffeſt clay to the lighteſt 
ſand ; but of the laſt there is not much to be met with, neither 
is chalk to be found in any part of it. It is in general much 
more ſtony than the ſoil of England; and in ſome large diſtricts 
the ſurface appears more than half covered with rocks. Great 
part of the kingdom lies upon a ſtratum of rock, at various 
depths, ſo that ſtone quarries abound almoſt every: where: and 
much of this rock being limeſtone, it greatly contributes to enrich 
and improve the land. Marble of great beauty is found in ſeveral 
counties. Mines of coal, iron, lead, and copper, are not unfre- 
quent ; and many of them are worked to great advantage. 

The bogs, which ſupply moſt of the inland part of the coun- 
try with fuel, produce on their ſurface heath, ruſhes, and coarſe 
oraſs, with ſome other aquatic plants, and are generally paſtura- 


ble in ſummer, eſpecially on the ſides of hills or mountains: and 
thoſe 
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thoſe which are in lower ſituations become excellent meadows, 
when thoroughly drained. 

However the ſoil may vary, it is by nature remarkably fertile; 
and the paſturage is generally thought to be more luxuriant than in 


England: but in cultivation and good huſbandry the Iriſh are til! 


much behind their neighbours. Encouraged, however, by the 
exertions of the Dublin Society, by the advantages which an 
excellent ſyſtem of corn-laws preſent to him, and by the exam- 
ple of men of fortune, who all keep large demeſnes in their own 
hands, and many of whom pay the greateſt attention to agricul- 
ture, the poor huſbandman is daily improving both his practice 
and his circumſtances. 

The climate is rather more variable, and perhaps milder than 
that of England: the ſummers leſs hot, the winters leſs ſe- 
vere, The air is certainly damper; but this quality is not to 
be attributed entirely to the bogs which are ſcattered all over the 
kingdom, but chiefly to its inſular ſituation, and to the great quan- 
tity of moiſt particles that are wafted from the ocean by the 
weſterly winds, which moſt frequently prevail. This moiſture, 
however, is not prejudicial to health, neither is the neighbour- 
hood of bogs unwholeſome. The bog waters, far from emitting 
putrid exhalations, like ſtagnant pools and marſhes, are of an an- 
tiſeptic and ſtrongly aſtringent quality; as appears from their 
preſerving for ages, and even adding to the durability of the 
timber, which we find univerſally buried beneath their ſurfaces; 
and from their converting to a ſort of leather the ſkins of men 
and animals, who have had the misfortune of being loſt, and of 
remaining in them, for any length of time. 

Thus does the vicinity of a bog widely differ from thoſe appa- 
rently ſimilar ſituations in other countries, which are rendered 
confeſſedly unhealthy by fens or marſhes; but of which there are 
none in Ireland. 


Whether 
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Whether it be owing to the ſoil or the climate, certain it is, 
that in Ireland there are neither mo/es, nor toads, nor any kind of 
ſerpents ; and it is not more than ſeventy or eighty years ſince 
frogs, of which there are now abundance, were firſt imported 
from England. But though the ſame experiment has been made 
with ſnakes and vipers, it has happily been unſucceſsful. Wolves 
were extirpated by Oliver Cromwell. But if this ifland be free 

from ſome noxious, and all venomous creatures, it is, on the 

other hand, denied one of the ſweeteſt of the feathered tribe. 
The nightingale is not to be found there, and when brought over 
in a cage, but lingers out a miſerable exiſtence for a ſhort time. 
There are alſo ſome other birds, and ſeveral kinds of fiſh, which 
abound in England, but are unknown in Ireland. 

In conſidering the Extent of this country, I ſhall firſt obſerve, 
that the greateſt difference of latitude between the extreme points 
in the north and ſouth is 4 4' ©”; the latitude of Care CLEAR 

being 51 19/ o; and that of Marin Heap, in the county 
of Donegal, 55 23 o“. The extremes of longitude are 
5* 19 O“ and 10 28“ o“, which give a difference of 5* 9“ o“ 
between the moſt eaſterly part of the county of Down, at BuxR 
IsLAND, and the moſt weſtern of the BLASKET IsLEs, off 
Dunmore Head, in Kerry. 

The greateſt /eng/h of Ireland extends from North-eaſt to 
South-weſt. And a line ſo drawn between the two moſt remote 
points, FAIR-HEAD and MiZEN-HEAD, would cut the meridian 
in an angle of 3o degrees, and meaſure 241 Iriſh miles, which 
ſomewhat exceed 306 of Engliſh ſtatute meaſure. The longeſt 
line that can be ſtretched acroſs the kingdom, would meaſure 163 
Iriſh (or 207 Engliſh) miles, from EMLAacn-rasn in Mayo, to 
CARNSORE POINT, in the county of Wexford: and this line 
would interſect the former in an angle of 75 degrees.

| But there is not a ſpot in the kingdom fifty miles diſtant from 
| the ſea; which will not appear ſurpriſing, when we obſerve, that 


| between the bays of Dublin and Galway, there are but 86 miles, 
and no more than 67 between Dundalk and Ballyſhannon. 

With reſpect to the ſuperficial contents of this kingdom ; not 
being able to diſcover any documents of authority in the public 
offices, I have made a computation of it, by very carefully mea- 
ſuring the area of each county on my map: and after rejecting 
all fractions, I have no heſitation in aſſerting, that Ireland con- 
3 a tains conſiderably more than 18,750 /quare miles, or ſeveral thou- 

| ſand acres above TWELVE MILLIONS Iriſh meaſure ; which is 
1 equal to 30, 370 Engliſh miles, or 19, 436, ooo acres. 

F | In this ſpace there are not fewer than 700, ooo * houſes, which

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| By the laſt returns of the officers employed in collecting the hearth-money, to the end of 
| 1790, the number of houſes in the ſeveral counties of Ireland amounted to 677,094. But I 
| | | am informed by Mr. Buſhe, one of the commiſſioners of the revenue, who has paid a particu- 
1 lar attention to this ſubject, and who obligingly ſupplied me with thoſe returns; that not- 
1 withſtanding the ſucceſsful exertions of the board, for ſome years paſt, in improving this 
| branch of the revenue, by the ſuppreſſion of falſe and incorrect returns, the deficiencies which 
till remain cannot be computed at leſs than 23, ooo. 
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is at the rate of 37 * houſes to every ſquare mile, or 17.7 acres 


to a houſe, upon an average of the whole kingdom. But there 
is an aſtoniſhing diſproportion in the population of different coun- 
ties. In one there are 77, in another but 18 houſes to a mile, as 
will be found in their reſpective deſcriptions. 

It would much exceed the intended limits of this memoir, were 
I to examine into the early ſtate of Ireland, and to compare the 
various deſcriptions and diflimilar pictures of it, that have been 
drawn at different periods; I ſhall not therefore enter into a diſ- 
cuſſion of its ancient diviſions, of the changes that have taken 
place in them ſince it became ſubject to the crown of England, 
or of the different periods, from Henry II. to Charles I. in which 
the ſeveral counties were formed into ſhire ground. Neither ſhall 
I conſider the alterations that have been made in the number, the 
extent, or the union of biſhoprics. It will be ſufficient for our 
| Preſent purpoſe, to mark thoſe civil and eccleſiaſtical diviſions 
which have been eſtabliſhed, without alteration, for above a cen- 
tury and an half. 

IRELAND is divided, —with reſpect to its civil or political 
diſtinctions, into four provinces, ULSTER, LEINST ER, CoN- 
NAUGHT, and MUNSTER ; which are ſubdivided into thirty- 
two counties, and contain 252 baronies, and 2436 pariſhes :— 
and with regard to its church-eſtabliſhment, into zh:rty-two dio- 
ceſes, which are united or conſolidated under e:ghteen BISHOPS 
and four ARCHBISHOPS, 

I ſhall firſt give a zopographreal ſketch of the kingdom, and 
then proceed to lay before the reader a ſhort account of its eccle- 
fraftical ſtate. 

The province of ULsTER compriſes the ine northern coun- 
ties, —LEINSTER the 7weſve Eaſtern, —ConNNAUGHT the fue 
Weſtern, - and MuNsTER the /i Southern counties. 


* Iriſh ſuperficial meaſure is to Engliſh as 98 to 61; the number of houſes in Ireland are 
therefore at the rate of 23 to an Engliſh ſquare mile, or 27.7 acres to a houſe. 
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Of theſe Munſter is the largeſt, containing 5275 {ſquare miles. 


Ulſter contains cooo. Leinſter 4356; and Connaught, which 


is the ſmalleſt, 4108.

It is divided into fue baronies, ONEIL-LAND, ARMAGH, T y- 
RANNY, FEws, and ORlox, and contains 20 * pariſhes; of 
which 17, comprehending 23 churches, are in the dioceſe of Ar- 
magh ; and 3 pariſhes with 3 churches in the biſhopric of Dro- 
more. | 

In this county there is very little flat ground, but the gentle 
hills which diverſify the face of it are covered with a very rich 
ſoil, except in the South and Weſt parts of Fews barony, which 
are full of mountains; and in the South of Orior, which is occu- 
pied by the lofty Shebbgu/len. But great part even of this rough 
ground is cultivated, and thickly inhabited ; Armagh being the 
moſt + populous county in Ireland. | 

It contains 4 21983 houſes, in which there cannot be fewer 
than || 120000 inhabitants. This population is at the rate of 
8 acres and one fifth to each houſe, or of nearly 78 houſes, and 
429 ſouls to every ſquare mile, which is ſomething leſs than one 
acre and a half per head. 

It is to the great induſtry of the people, and to the flouriſh- 
ing ſtate of the linen manufacture which they carry on in all its 
branches, that this extraordinary population is to be attributed. 

There are ſeveral good market-towns, and a great number of 
villages in this county, the principal are ARMacn, LuRGAN, 
BLACKWATER-TOWN, and PORTADOWN. 

The city of Armagh, which was very much decayed, has been 
renovated, and is become a pretty town, of good ſize, and well

this county, 6988 inhabitants were found ; which is upwards of 6 per houſe on an average.

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inhabited, through the attention and munificence of the preſent 
Lord Primate; who has built there a handſome archiepiſcopal 
palace, and a noble houſe for the ſchool, which is one of the 
royal foundations, and extremely well endowed. To theſe his 
Grace has added a public library for the promotion of ſcience. He 
has alſo erected a complete obſervatory ; with a liberal eſtabliſh- 
ment for the ſupport of an aſtronomer ; and has ſecured the per-

There is no river of conſequence in this county, but it is 
bounded on the North by Lough Neagh, and on the North Weſt 
by the Blackwater, which is navigable for ſome miles into the 
Lake. On the Eaſt fide, the river Bann and the Newry-canal af- 
ford a water- carriage from L. Neagh to the bay of Carlingford. 
Some good marble is found in this county. 

Six members are ſent to parliament from Armagh; two for the 
county, two for the city, and two for the borough of Charlemont.

THIS county lies on the Eaſt of Armagh, is almoſt as thickly 
inhabited, and nearly double its ſize.

The length of Down, from North to South is 40 miles; 
the breadth from Eaſt to Weſt 31, and the area of the county 
348550 * acres, or 544 ſquare miles. 

It contains eight, baronies, and the lordſhip of Newry; viz. 
UyPER and LOWER IvEaAGn, KINELEARTY, CASTLEREAGH, 
DuFFERIN, ARDEs, LECALE, and MouRNEz; in which are 
60 Þ pariſhes ; 38 of them, with 33 churches, in the dioceſe of 
Doron; and 22 with their 22 churches under the biſhop of Dro- 
more. 

This county is every where irregular in its ſurſace, and about 
the centre, ſwells into a mountainous tract called $/:724h-Cr006. 
The barony of Mourne is almoſt covered with a large maſs of 
very high mountains; one of which, Siebb-Donard I, is ſaid to be 
31 ;0 feet high, above the level of the ſea ; but I doubt that it has 
ever been accurately meaſured, and am inclined to think it cannot 
ſo much exceed the known height of Nephin and Crow-Parrick in 
the Weſt, and of Mangerton in the South of Ireland. If we con- 
ſider how large a ſpace of this county 1s covered by theſe very 
rude mountains, the population of Down will appear very con- 
ſiderable, for it contains 36636 houſes, in which muſt dwell at 
5E per houſe 201500 perſons ; and this is at the rate of 9.4 
acres to a houſe, or 67.34 houſes to a mile. 

Moſt parts of this county are fertile, and delightful to the eye, 
eſpecially about the river Bann and the Lagan. An irregularity of 
ground, well watered, abounding in bleach-greens, and full of neat 
and cleanly habitations, with an orchard to almoſt every cottage, 
aftords a moſt chearful and pleaſing proſpe& of the comfort and 


opulence of the inhabitants, who are chiefly employed in the 


linen buſineſs. In the rougher parts of the country they breed a

great number of horſes, with which the fairs of diſtant counties: 
are ſupplied. 

This county derives equal advantages from its maritime ſitua- 
tion and its inland waters. On the North it joins the town and har- 
bour of Be/faft, and at DoNAGHA DEE, packets are eſtabliſhed for 
the conveyance of mails and paſſengers to Portpatrick in Scotland, 
The ports of STRANGFORD and KILLYLEAGH, upon the Strang- 
ford Lough, the bays of KiLLoGn and DuN DRV admit veſſels of 
ſmall ſize. And by means of the bay of Carlingford, and a large 
canal from thence, the town of NR WRV carries on a very extenſive 

trade. A canal is continued from Newry to the * South Bann, 
and ſo into Lough Neagh. From this lake to Belfaſt, another ca- 
nal has been lately cut at the expence of the Marquis of Belfaſt ; 
and the river Lagan, which ſeparates Down from Antrim, is alſo 
made navigable. 

DowNnPATRICK, the ſhire town, is not ſmall, but þ: + Newry i 1s very 
large and commercial, and contains more than 10,000 inhabitants. 
To theſe muſt be added HILLSBOROVEH, where the Marquis of 
Downſhire has erected a moſt beautiful church; DRomore the 
reſidence of its biſhop, and ſeveral other market-towns and good 
villages. | 

Fourteen members of parliament are deputed from this County, 
Downpatrick, the boroughs of Bangor, Hill/borough, Killyleagh, 
Newtown, and Newry.

THIS alſo is a maritime county, ſituated on the North of 


Down, extending from North to South 44 miles, and from Eaſt 


to Weſt 24; and containing 387200 acres, which make about

It comprizes the eight baronies of MASSAKEEN, ANTRIM, 


TooME, Kirconway, DunLucet, Cary, GLENARM, and 


BELFAST, excluſive of the county of the town of CARRICK= 


FERGUS. 


Of 77 J pariſhes and 44 churches in this county, one pariſh, 


with its church, is in the biſhopric of Dromore, the remainder are 


in the dioceſe of Connor. 
Though the county of Antrim exceeds that of Down in extent 


by near 3oooo acres, yet it falls ſhort of it in the number of in- 


habitants, upwards of 41000. For it contains only 29122 
houſes, in which we cannot ſuppoſe many more than 160000 
ſouls. This would give, on an average, 13.3 acres to a houſe, 
or ſomething more than 48 houſes, with their 260 inhabitants to 
a ſquare mile. But as there can be but a ſcanty population i in the 
mountainous and boggy country along the Eaſtern coaſt, which, 
with a large tract of very rough and high hills on the Weſt of 
Belfaſt, occupies near a third of the county; the richer and more 
fertile parts of it are well cultivated and well inhabited, cſpe-

a high ſtate of beauty and improvement. The linen buſineſs 
gives ſpirit, employment, and wealth to the whole county. 

Of the mountains, S/en;þ about the middle, and Knock- 
Layd in the North of the county, are the moſt conſiderable. 

Antrim is watered by many ſmall rivers, and abundance of 
brooks and rivulets ; but the broad and rapid Bann, by which all 
the waters of Lough Neagh are diſcharged into the ſea, parts it 
from Londonderry. 

The principal towns are BELFAST, PO PER IR AN- 
TRIM, LISBURN, BALLYMENA and BALLVMONEV. Of theſe 
the two firſt are ſea ports, and both ſituated on the Bay of Carrick- 
fergus, or as it is now called, the Lough of Belfaſt. 

By an accurate enumeration made in 1791, Belfaſt contained 
3107 houſes and 18320 ſouls. It is with regard to ſize the 


fifth, and with reſpect to commerce the fourth, if not the third 


town in the kingdom. There are upwards of ſeven hundred 
looms in it, eniployed on cotton, cambrick, ſail- cloth, and linen. 
Theſe manufactories, with others of glaſs, ſugar, and earthen- 
ware, the exports of linen and proviſions, and a conſiderable 
trade with the Weſt Indies, have rapidly increaſed its im- 
portance. 

L1sBURN is large and handſome, equally noted 75 the neat- 

neſs of its buildings, and the urbanity of its inhabitants. 

At CaRRICEKTEROus, the aſſizes are held both for the county 
at large, and for the diſtrict of the town, which has the privilege 
of a di/tinf} county. It was once the firſt ſea- port in the north of 
Ireland, and defended by a ſtrong caſtle. But the port is little fre- 
quented and the caſtle no longer garriſoned. 


LARNE on the eaſt coaſt is but an inconſi derable place, with a 
poor harbour.

which are rendered ſomewhat more uſeful. 

PoRTRUSH is a ſmall fiſhing town near the mouth of the 
Bann. 

Between theſe two little ports, that celebrated and ſublime pile 
of baſaltick columns, the Grants Cauſeway, projects into the ſea. 
The ſtupendous promontories of Fairbead and Bengore are in a 
great meaſure compoſed of ſimilar ſtones; which, in a more or leſs 
perfect ſtate, abound in the high cliffs that form this coaſt, and in 
a large circuit of the inland country. 

Twelve members of parliament repreſent this County, the town 
of Carrickfergus, and the boroughs of Belfaſt, Liſburn, Antrim, 
and Randalſiown,

LONDON. 
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LONDONDERRY. 


This county, the greater part of which was given by James I. 
to an incorporated company of London merchants, lies on the 
weſt of Antrim, and extends 32, miles from North to South, and 
about the ſame from Eaſt to Weſt, meaſuring in area 318,500 
acres, and 479 ſquare miles “. 

It compriſes the Liberties of the city of LondonDERRY, and 
of the town of CoLERAINE, with the four baronies of TyRE- 
KERIN, KENOGHT, COLERAINE, and LoUGHINSHOLIN. 

In theſe there are thirty-one + pariſhes ; five of which, with 
ſix churches, appertain to the dioceſe of Armagh, and the re- 
mainder, with twenty-three churches, to that of Derry. The 
number of houſes in this county is 25007, which amounts 
on an average to 12.7 acres to a houſe, or 50. 3 houſes to a ſquare 
mile; and may contain | 125000 people. 

The linen manufacture proſpers through every part of this 
county, which is not much incumbered with mountains. 
Benevenagh in the north, Sliebhgallan in the ſouth, and Carr 
togber, which extends into Tyrone, are all that claim our notice. 
In the laſt-mentioned mountain all the rivers of this county have 
their ſource ; except the Bann, which has been already men- 
tioned, and the Foy/e which paſſes through the liberties of Lon- 
donderry, and waſhes the walls of the city. Over this very wide 
and deep river a wooden bridge, 1068 feet in length, and of 
ſingular and excellent conſtruction, was erected in 1791, and

artiſt named Lemuel Coxe. 

Four miles below Londonderry the river expands into Lough 
Foyle, a great bay 12 miles long and 7 broad, and land locked on 
all ſides, the entrance not being above half a mile wide, but hav- 
ing only one deep channel in the middle, between ſands and 
ſhallows. 

LoNDONDERRY is a handſome town, containing about 10,000 
inhabitants *, whoſe principal commerce is with America and the 
Weſt Indies. It is ſtill ſurrounded with walls, and is the county 
town. Next to this city, in point of note, is COLERAINE upon 
the Bann, about two miles above the mouth of that river. 'The 
ſalmon fiſhery near this town, which has been extremely valuable 
for a long ſeries of years, begins to decay through miſmanage- 
ment. About this town, NeEwTown-LiMAavapDpy, and Mac- 
HERAFELT, the linen buſineſs is very briſk. There are ſeveral 
other towns and villages in this county, among which are Mac- 


HERA, DUNGIVEN, CLaDyY, CLoby, &c. At Magilhgan, be- 


tween Benevenagh and the ſea, there is the moſt productive 
rabbit warren in the kingdom. | 

Eight repreſentatives are deputed to the Houſe of Commons, 
by the county, the city of Londonderry, and the boroughs of C ole- 
raine and Newtown Limavaddy.

The liberties of Londonderry are not marked, and h, of the 
liberty of Coleraine is omitted ; ſo are the mountains Bene venagb 
and Sliebhgallan, and the villages of Croſs, Clady, and Tobarmore.

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TYRONE. 


Immediately ſouth of Londonderry, the county of TyroNnE 
extends 33 miles from north to ſouth, and 43 from eaſt to weſt. 
The area meaſures 467700 acres, or 724* ſquare miles. 

This large county is divided into no more than four baronies ; 
DUNGANNON, STRABANE, OMAGH, and CLOGHER, or Upper 
Dungannon, which contain only 35 pariſhes and 38 churches, 
of which twenty pariſhes and twenty churches are in the 
dioceſe of Armagh ; eleven pariſhes and thirteen churches in that 
of Derry; and four pariſhes, with five churches, in that of 
Clogher. The counties that have been deſcribed are more popu- 
lous than Tyrone ; but the population of this county comes neareſt 
to the medium of the whole province ; for it contains 28,704 
houſes, which would amount on an average to 39.64 in every 


ſquare mile, and 16.1 acres to each houſe +. 
The ſoil of this county varies exceedingly. Almoſt the vhol 


barony of Dungannon is rich and fruitful, It abounds with 
ſmall towns and villages: DNG ANNoN, STEWARTSTOWN, 
Coacn, Donacuy, CooksTown, PoMERoy, CALE DON, 
ORRITOR, AGHNECLOY, BENBURB, Moy, and many others; 
in which linen weaving and bleaching are connected with ſmall 
tillage farms. Near. Dungannon there are good collieries, and a 
canal from the little village of Coar ISLAND to the Blackwater, 
opens a communication with Lough Neagh and the ſurrounding 
country. 

The barony of Strabane is very rough; the mountains of 


Munterlony and Cairntogber covering a great part of it. Beg 
Bell and Mary Gray are alſo remarkably high. But in all parts

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of this country cultivation is creeping, and that not ſlowly, up 
the ſides of all the hills and mountains that are capable of im- 
provement. In this tract are the villages of NEwTowN-STEw - 
ART, ArDSTRAW, GokRTIN, DovucLAs, and the town of 
STRABANE, finely ſituated for trade on the river Mourne, which 
preſently uniting with the river Finn, aſſumes the name of Foyle, 
and becomes navigable to Londonderry. 

The greateſt part of the barony of Omagh is very poor and 
mountainous; and the town of OMacn, though the aſſize 
town, is inferior to many others in the county. 

In the barony of Clogber there is more good land: but 
CLoGHER, FiNTONA, and AUGHER, are very ſmall places, 
notwithſtanding the laſt is a borough, and the firſt a city, ſince 
it is the ſee of a biſhop, and ſends members to parliament. 

The Blackwater riſes in the ſouth of this county; but the fine 
and rapid rivers which water the heart of it, the Cameron, the 
Po, the Moyle, and many others, all fall into the Mourne. 

The towns of Szrabane and Dungannon, the borough of 
Augher, and the city of Clogher, with the county, return ren 
members to parliament.

The county is repreſented a mile too large in every dimenſion 
and the following villages are omitted : Donymanagh, Douglas,

LOUGH NEAGH. 


This great body of water, which waſhes the ſhores of the five 
counties that have been deſcribed, muſt not be omitted. It is 


h ;fteen 
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fifteen miles long, /even broad, and covers 58200 acres. The 
old maps, which make it larger, are as incorrect in the ſize 
as the ſhape of the lake, according to Mr. Lendrick's Survey. 

The river Bann is the only outlet for ſeven rivers and innume- 
rable ſtreams, that pour their tributary waters into this great in- 
land ſea ; which, though by far the largeſt, is by no means the 
moſt beautiful of the Iriſh lakes. 

The ſhores are moſtly formed either by an inanimate ſtrand, 
or marſhy borders liable to frequent floods; and are of courſe de- 
ficient in thoſe varied banks and bold promontories, without which 
ſuch extenſive ſheets of water cannot have a pictureſque effect, un- 
leſs when the uniformity is broken by frequent iſlands of different 
ſize and character: but there are only two in this lake; a very 
ſmall one near the mouth of the Blackwater, and Ram I/land, 
within a ſhort diſtance of the Antrim ſhore, remarkable only for 
an ancient round tower. The views are more pleaſing in Lough 
Beg, a ſmall lake, into which theſe waters again expand, after a 
courſe of about a mile through a very contracted channel. The 
form of Lough Beg, its iſlands, ſome wooded points of land, 
with intervening lawns and rocks, the magnificent rotunda at 
Ballyſcullen, and the beautiful lightneſs of Toome- bridge, pro- 
duce the moſt happy effect. | 

It would be unpardonable to omit, that Lough Neagh has been | 
long celebrated for a petrifying quality, which the water, or 
rather (it is ſaid) the ſoil, poſſeſſes on ſome parts of the Antrim 
ſhore. 


DONEGAL *. 


This county, the largeſt in Ulſter, extends on the weſt of |

The number of pariſhes + in this county is forty-two ; thirty of 
which, with thirty-two churches, are in the dioceſe of Raphoe ; 
eleven pariſhes and thirteen churches in that of Derry ; and one 
pariſh, with its church, in the biſhopric of C/ogher. It contains 
only 23,521 houſes, in which we cannot eſtimate | more than 
140,000 inhabitants; a population which 1s inferior to that of 
twenty-nine counties of the thirty-two. For it averages but one 
houſe to 28.8 acres, or 22.17 houſes in a ſquare mile. 

But it muſt be conſidered, that Donegal is a very rugged coun- 
try, in many places rendered Jeſs habitable by bogs, and almoſt 
every where rough with mountains. It is not however deſtitute 
of good land in the vales between theſe rocky maſſes, and along 
the banks of many rivers. | 

The chief of theſe are, the Finn, which, rifing in a lake, 
croſſes the county from weſt to eaſt; the Dale, navigable by 
boats for a few miles, from the river Foyle to the village of 
BALLINDRAIT ; the Erne, which runs from Lough Erne, and 
falls into the ſea below Balliſhannon ; and the Guibarra, a river 


of extraordinary breadth and depth for the ſhortneſs of its

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man of war. The bay of Srabragy in Iniſhowen, Mulroy Bay 
and Sheep Haven, in Kilmacrenan ; the Guidore, the Guibara ; 
Donegal Bay, with Killibegs Harbour and many other ſmall ones 
branching off from it: and the road or harbour at the Roſes are 
all excellent and ſafe retreats for veſſels. 

To this county belong Tory land, about ſix miles from the 
north-weſt point of it, and Arranmore, with a cluſter of ſmaller 
iſlands, near the coaſt of that part of Boylagh and Bannagh, 
which is called the Rofſes. In one of theſe iſlands, named Rat- 
land, in compliment to the late duke of Rutland, a ſmall town has 
been lately built by the public-ſpirited exertions of the Rt. Hon. 
Mr. Conyngham, for the purpoſe of promoting the herring 
fiſhery ; to which this ſituation ſeemed peculiarly adapted. 

Of the many lakes in this county I ſhall only mention Lough 
Derg, which is ſituated in the midſt of mountains, in the barony 
of Tyrhugh, and has been for ages celebrated, on account of a 
{mall iſland containing a cell called Saint Patrick's Purgatory ; 
to which the ſuperſtitious devotion - of the times drew many a 
pilgrim in former ages. 

The principal town in Donegal is BALLYSHANNON, which 
has the advantage of a ſalmon fiſhery in the river Erne. Li1e- 
FORD the county town, is ſcarce a mile from Strabane, and but 
very ſmall, LETTERKENNY is happily fituated at the bottom 
of Lough Swilly, but derives no great advantage from that circum- 
Nance. Dor EGA is of little note, notwithſtanding the fine bay 
on which it ſtands, RayPnos is the ſee and reſidence of a bi- 
ſhop, but otherwiſe very inſignificant. 

The town of KiLLYBEGs, and a good many tolerable villages, 
might be added to this liſt ; and it muſt not be overlooked, that 
in this county alſo, the linen manufacture is vigorouſly attended

FERMANAGH. 


The greateſt length of Fermanagh, which adjoins to the South 
of Donegal, is 34 miles, and the greateſt breadth 26 ; the area is 
283, 400 acres, or 448 ſquare miles: but if we make allowance 
for the ſpace that is covered by the waters of Lough Erne, which 
is at leaſt 47,400 acres, we muſt reckon only 236,000 acres of 


the habitable ground, or perhaps 238,000, by taking the iſlands 


of the lake into the number “.

Theſe are divided into no more than erghteen * pariſhes: 15 of 
which, containing 23 churches, are in the dioceſe of Clagber; 
and three pariſhes, with as many churches, are under the ſee of

This county is but thinly peopled ; the number of houſes in 
it being only 11,969, which, excluding Lough Erne, is at the 
rate of 19.9 acres to a houſe, or 32.43 houſes in a ſquare mile.

The ſurface of Fermanagh is very uneven ; the borders of 
Tyrone and of Cavan, on the weſt of the lake, and eſpecially 
of Leitrim, are extremely mountainous, and the whole county 
full of hills; many of them high, rough, and boggy : but even 
in this rude ſtate, theſe hills and mountains afford a coarſe paſture 
to large herds of young cattle ; and that moſt of them are capa- 
ble of great improvement, and of being brought into tillage by 
proper management is proved, by the ſucceſs which has already 
attended the exertions of induſtry. 

Lough Erne conſiſts properly of two lakes, connected by a broad 
winding channel of about fix miles. The upper lake is /e miles 
Jong, and from one and a half to five wide; the lower lake ex- 
-tends in length about ten miles, and increaſes in breadth from 


The average in every pariſh is 13,220 acres, and about 4000 inhabitants.

This lough 
receives the Erne and ſeveral other rivers, and diſcharges itſelf at 
the north-weſt end by a rapid current of about ſeven miles ; 
which, after falling over many ledges of obſtructing rocks, pre- 
cipitates its waters down a grand cataract into the ſea at Balli- 
ſhannon. | 

There are two other lakes of conſiderable length which lie be- 
tween Fermanagh and Leitrim; Lough Melvin and Lough Mac- 
nean. 

ENNISKILLEN is the only town of note in Fermanagh ; it is 
built in an iſland, formed by the river which unites the two 
lakes, and is the ſingle paſs of communication between the parts 
of the county which theſe waters ſeparate. It has a ſchool of 
royal foundation ; the endowment of 'which is, by the great riſe 
and improvement of lands in this county, become very conſide- 
rable. There are beſides a few, and but a few, fmall market 
towns and good villages: KESRH, LISNASKEA, MaAcGuiREs- 
BRIDGE, NEW TOWN-BUTLER, &c. in the eaſt; BELLEEE² and 
GARRISON, &c. in the weſtern diviſion. On Lord Enniſkillen's 
eſtate, weſt of Lough Erne, there are quarries of a grey or 
brown and white marble, beautifully veined, and of a very fine 
grain. 

The linen manufacture, and the rearing of black cattle, are the 
principal ſources of wealth to the inhabitants of Fermanagh. 


The county, and the town of Enniſkillen, ſend four repreſen- 
tatives to the Houſe of Commons.

CAVAN.. 


SOUTH of Fermanagh lies Cavan. Its length from E. 
to W. is 40 miles, and the breadth from N. to S. 22. It 
contains 301, ooo acres, and 470 ſquare miles *, and is divided 
into ſeven baronies, TuLLAGHAGEH, LoUGHTEE, TULLAG=- 
HARVEY, CLONCHEE, CASTLERAGHAN, CLONMOGHAN, 
TULLAGHONOHo ; and into 30 pariſhes , one of which, and one 
church, are in the dioceſe of Meath, 3 pariſhes and 3 churches 
in the biſhoprick of Ardagh, and the remaining 26 with 24 
churches in K:/more. 

The number of houſes in this county is 16,314, which may 
contain 81,570 perſons, and the proportion of population to ex- 
tent, is 18.4 acres to a houſe, or 34.71 houſes to a ſquare mile. 

The ſoil is chiefly a ſtiff, wet clay, which produces naturally a 
coarſe ruſhy paſture ; but in ſome places it has been much a- 
mended by cultivation. The furface of the county is ſo remark- 
ably uneven, that a level ſpot is rare to be met with: a great part 
of it is open, bleak, and dreary ; but from: Cavan to Lough Erne is 
extremely well wooded and pictureſque. Though many of theſe 
hills are high and barren, yet none merit the appellation of

mountains, 
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mountains, except Brucebill in the Southern extremity, the lofty 
Sliebh Ruſſel, which lies partly in Fermanagh, and the mountains 
of Ballynageeragh, which block. up the North Weſt angle of 
the county. | 

At the foot of theſe hills are a great number of ſmall lakes, 
and ſome of larger ſize; as Lough Ramor, Lough Sheelin, and 
Lough Gawnah, on the borders of Meath, Weſtmeath and Long- 
ford: but the moſt remarkable is Lough Oughter, not far from 
the town of Cavan, The irregularity of its form, the large 
and beautiful“ iſlands it contains, and the many deep receſſes that 
wind between high banks and overhanging woods, produce a 
rich variety of intereſting and romantic ſcenery. 'Through this 
water flows the river Erne, which riſes on the borders of Long=- 
ford and Leitrim, and on its way to the Lough receives many 
{ſmaller rivers. 

CAvAN the county-town is n ther large nor commercial, but 
CooTEnILL has the advantage of a well frequented linen market, 
in which great ſums of money are weekly circulated. 'BELTUR- 
BET is of little conſequence ; neither is there much to be ſaid 
of KILLESHANDRA, BALLYHAYs, BAILYBOROUGH, K1ING's= 
COURT, and ſome other ſmall towns and villages. But Sw a N- 
LINBAR is juſtly celebrated, and much reſorted to in the ſum- 
mer, on account of its medicinal ſulphureous ſprings. 


The county, and the towns of Cavan and Belturbet, are repre- 
ſented in parliament by fx members.

MONAGHAN. 
NORTH Eaſt of Cavan we enter the county of MONAGHAN, 


which extends 30 miles from N. to S., and 19 from E. to W.; 


and forms an area of 179,600 acres, or 280 ſquare miles &. 
It contains five baronies, TROUGH, MonaGHAN, DAR TREE, 


CREMOURNE, and DONAGHMOYNE ; and 19 pariſhes, in 


which are 19 churches, all in the dioceſe of C/ogher. 

This is, next to Armagh, the moſt populous county in Ireland, 
for 76.86 houſes to a ſquare mile, and 8.3 acres to a houſe, are 
the average of the 21,523 houſes in Monaghan, which muſt con- 
tain about 118,000 ſouls +, at 54 per houſe. 

The ſoil of this county is in many places moiſt, but in general 


deep and fertile. It is not leſs hilly, but much more diverſified 
and ſheltered by trees than the neighbouring county of Cavan. 


Neither is it deficient in lakes and rivers. Amongſt the lakes 
thoſe of Kz/crow near Cootehill, and of Barrac at Caſtleblayney, 
deſerve notice for their extent and beauty. Of the rivers none 
are conſiderable, but many very pleaſant. 

The mountains of Sliebb-Baugbt extend from Tyrone a good 
way into the barony. of Tough. There are no others in this 


county which deſerve the name of mountain. But there are 


many rocky hills in the barony of Maghero/s.

thriving villages. 

The linen manufacture ſucceeds admirably, eſpecially in the 
Northern and Weſtern parts: of this county.

PROVINCE or LEINSTER. 


THIS province compriſes welve counties, and they coritain 
2,792,450* acres, 992 pariſhes, and 181,948 houſes ; which is 
at the rate of 15.3 acres to houſe, or 41.7 houſes to a ſquare 
mule. 


LOUTH. 


THIS is the ſmalleſt county in Ireland; being only + 21 miles 
long from N. to S. and 14 broad from E. to W. and containing

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no more than 173 ſquare miles, or 110,750 acres. It has Ar- 
magh on the North and Monaghan on the North-Eaſt; and is 
divided into four baronies, DUNDALK, LoUTH, AR DEE, and 
FERRARD, beſide the county of the town of DROGHEDA. 

Small as this county is, it contains 61 * pariſhes in the dioceſe of 

Armagh, on which there are 20 churches; and part of two 
pariſhes in the dioceſe of Clogher. 
Louth is the moſt populous county in Leinſter, the number of 
Houſes in it being 11545, which number, on an average, 66.73 
in a ſquare mile, and 9.6 acres to a houſe, and contain about 
57750 ſouls. 

There are ſome poor hills in the neighbourhood of Collon, 
and a tract of high mountain between Dundalk and C arlingford : 
but, theſe rough grounds excepted, the ſoil of this county is rich 
and fertile, and chiefly employed in tillage. 

Four ſmall rivers croſs the county of Lo UTH from weſt to eaſt, 
and the Boyne forms its ſouthern boundary. 

The bay of CARLINGFORD is a fine haven, with twenty fa- 
'thom water, but of more advantage to Newry than to the town 
"whoſe name it bears; which has dwindled into great inſignifi- 
eance, and is remarkable only for the excellence of its oy/ters. 
DuNDALK, on the contrary, without the advantage of ſo good 
a harbour, has much trade, and is in a very improving ſtate. A 
cambrick manufactory, which was eſtabliſhed there ſome years 
ago, has not-indeed ſucceeded ; but thoſe of muſlin, damaſk, and 
other kinds of linen, are all very flouriſhing. 

DROOHE DA, which has the privilege of a diſtinct county, and 
its own aſſizes, is a large well-built town on both ſides of the 
river Boyne, and increaſes daily in wealth, commerce, and the 
number of its inhabitants, which amount to more than ten rhouy- 
ſand . This port ſupplies the neighbouring country, for many

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miles round, with Engliſh coals and other heavy goods ; and ex- 
ports very conſiderable quantities of corn, the produce of the ad- 
jacent and of ſeveral of the inland counties. Here is alſo a cele- 
brated ſchool, with a very good endowment. / 

DuNLEER and ARDEE are ſmall towns—CasTLE BELLING= 
HAM is a remarkably well-built and pretty village, noted for the 
beſt malt liquor in Ireland. —CoLLoN, though not large, is very 
neat and thriving. By the judicious encouragement of the Rt. Hon. 
Mr. Foſter, Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, a conſiderable 
thread manufactory, and above a hundred muſlin looms, have been: 
added to other branches of the weaving buſineſs. Through all this 
county the manufacture of brown linens, and a diligent applica- 
tion to agriculture, divide the induſtry and attention. of the 
people. 

There are a greater number in Louth, than in any other part of 
the kingdom, of thoſe high artificial mounts, the fortreſſes of 
early ages, which the Iriſh call Rahe, and attribute to the 
Danes. 

Twelve members of Parliament are elected from this ſmall 
county, if we conſider Drogheda as a part of it ; namely, for the 
county of Louth, for Drogheda, Carling ford, Dundalk, Ardee, and 
Dunleer.

In the maps of Jeffereys', &c. this county is repreſented two

MEATH. 
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MEATH. 


The county of MEaTH is ſituated on the ſouth-eaſt of Louth, 
and extends from N. to S.“ 29 miles, from E. to W. 35, and 
includes an area of 327,900 acres, or $12 ſquare miles. 

There are weve baronies in this countySLAN ER Mok AT- 
LION, KELLs, Half Fowre, Luxe, Navan, Do LEE, 
SKRYNE, RaToaTH, DuNnBoyNE, DEEce, and MovrEN- 
RATH ; Which contain 147 + pariſhes, with 44 churches, all in 
the biſhopric of Meath; half a pariſh in the dioceſe of Kilmore, 
and a ſmall part of one in Armagh. 

The population of this county may be calculated at about 
112, 400 ſouls, the number of houſes amounting to 22,468 ; 
which gives 43.88 houſes to a ſquare mile, and allows 14.6 acres 
to a houſe. The ſoil of Meath is various, but generally rich, and 
incumbered with very little waſte land ; though there are ſome 
coarſe hills about the middle of Slane barony, and in the 
northern part of Kells and Half Fowre. The bogs are neither 
numerous nor extenſive in this county; and wherever this is 
the caſe in Ireland, the inhabitants ſuffer from the ſcarcity 
of turf or peat, an article ſo eſſential to their comfort and to 
the proſperity of their manufactures, in a country where timber 
is very ſcarce, and ſo few coal mines have as yet been diſcovered. 

Much coarſe linen is made in this county, but its principal 
ſources of wealth are derived from the flocks and herds that are 
fattened, and the abundance of corn that is raiſed, on its fruitful 
plains.

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The pleaſant Boyne, as Spenſer juſtly calls it, paſſes through 
the heart of the county. The B/ackwarer, which falls into it at 
Navan, the Borora, the Nanywater, and many ſmaller rivers, con- 
tribute to its fertility and ornament. 

The county town is TRI, a very ancient place on the 
Boyne, but without manufactures or commerce. Navan, on the 
ſame river, beautifully ſituated but very ill- built, is an opulent 
town, and contains about 4000 inhabitants, moſt of them in- 
duſtriouſly occupied in different branches of trade. The com- 
mercial intereſts of this county, and eſpecially of this part of 
it, will be much improved, when the Boyne is made completely. 
navigable from Drogheda to Navan (a work which proceeds 
with great vigour), and when the projected canals from thence to- 
Kells, and to Trim, open a new and eaſy communication with the 
ſea. 

KELLs is a good thriving town on the Blackwater Ar HBO Y 
has little trade. —SLAaNE is a neat village, with ſome very 
good houſes -DuLEtEK and RATOATEH are very ſmall and 
inſignificant—DunsHAGHLIN and TaRan, &c. are among the 
ſmall villages, which are ſcarcely worth naming in ſuch a con- 
tracted account. 

At New-grange, near Slane, is a moſt remarkable Mount, 
Barrow, or Rath, with a curious chamber in the centre, con- 
ſtructed of rude ſtones, and acceſſible only by a long paſſage, 
very low and narrow“. 

The poor villages of Ratoath and Duleek 1 their repreſen- 
tatives in the ſenate, as well as Navan, Trim, Kells, Athboy, and

DUBLIN. . 


The length'of this county, which lies on the S. E. between 
Meath and the ſea, is from N. to S.“ 24 miles, and from E. to 
W. 15. It contains 142050 acres, which make about 221 ſquare 
miles. It compriſes {x baronies, excluſive of the city and liber- 
ties of Dublin. On the north fide of the river Liffey, which, 
running eaſtward, divides both the county and the city, are the 
baronies of BALRUDDERY, NETHERCROss, CooLOCK, and 
CasTLEKNOCK ; on the ſouth fide, thoſe of NeEwcasTLE and 
Half RaTapown ; which fix baronies, with the city, contain 
107 Þ pariſhes, and 58 churches: . 
In ſtating the population, we muſt diſcriminate between the 
county and the city Taken together, they comprehended, at the 
end of 1790, 25510 houſes, which gives on an average 5.5 acres to a 
houſe, and 115. 42 houſes to every ſquare mile. But if we ſuppoſe 
the city to cover about five ſquare miles (3200 acres), and, to 
avoid fractions, deduct 3050 acres from the groſs content of the

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county; and if we reckon 10760* houſes in the county, which 
may contain about 54,000 ſouls, the average will be 12.91 acres 
to a houſe, and 49.86 houſes to a ſquare mile; a population 
which is rather thin for the diſtrict that ſurrounds the capital, 
being inferior to five of the more northern counties, 
This county, indeed, is not to be claſſed among the moſt fruit- 
ful, or the beſt cultivated ; and towards the borders of Wicklow 
it aſſumes the mountainous and rocky character of that county. 
The remainder is flat and unintereſting, except in the neighbour- 
hood of the ſea coaſt, which being broken into bays and creeks, 
affords many pictureſque and pleaſing proſpects. 

It is impoſſible to give even an adequate ſketch of the city of 
DusBLiNn in this ſhort tract: but it would be unpardonable to 
omit ſome of its principal features. It extends above two miles 
in every direction, and is rapidly increaſing in ſize, opulente and 
beauty. The river Liffey, which paſſes through its centre, is 
croſſed by five bridges, and a fixth of great elegance is nearly 
finiſhed. The harbour is defended from the inclemency of the 
winds and waves by a ſtrong wall or mole, now almoſt completed, 
extending nearly four miles in length, and terminating with a 
light-houſe, which is erected about a mile from the eaſtern and 
adjacent to the ſouthern Bar. Correſponding to this handſome and 
uſeful pharos, there ſtands on the promontory of Hoath, which 
forms the north ſide of the bay, another very complete light-houſe. 
The vaſt number of country houſes and neat villages which cover 
the ſhores of the bay, the varied and undulating ſummits of the 
Wicklow mountains in the ſouthern back-ground, and the proſ-

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pect of the city at the weſt end, compoſe one of the grandeſt 


ſcenes that can be imagined. 

In this large city there are but 20 pariſhes, and 18 pariſh 
churches, ſome chapels of eaſe, the cathedral of St. Patrick, and 
the collegiate Chriſt's church. 

Of the many public edifices that adorn it, the moſt remarkable 
are, — the Caſtle, which ſtands nearly in the middle of the town, 
and is the reſidence of the viceroy, the Par/iament-houſe, the 
Unzverſity, the Royal Exchange, and the Cuflom-houſe ; all build- 
ings. of great magnificence. The courts of juſtice are almoſt 
finiſhed in the ſame ſtyle The Linen Hall, the Barracks, Hoſpi- 
zals for invalids for the children of ſailors and of ſoldiers—for 
the education of youth, and for the reception of the aged and in- 
firm of various deſcriptions—are too numerous to mention ſepa- 
rately. The Royar IRISH AcaDemy was inſtituted in 1986— 
The DuBLin SocitTyY, for the improvement of agriculture 
and uſeful arts, which was incorporated ſo early as in 1749, has 
truly anſwered the end of its inſtitution, by. promoting objects of 
the utmoſt importance to Ireland. 

Two canals are begun on the oppoſite ſides of the river, with 
which they are immediately to communicate. The ſouthern na- 
vigation extends upwards of 40 miles, to the river Barrow, which 
is navigable; and a branch of this canal is carrying on. in a 
weſtern direct ion towards the Shannon. The northern canal has 
alſo for its object, to communicate with that great river in the 
county of Longford, and, by a collateral cut to unite with the 
Boyne navigation. 

To the weſt end of the town adjoins the Phœnix Park, a royal 
demeſne of great beauty, which extends above two miles in 
length, and a mile and a half in breadth, on the N. ſide or the 
Liffey.

aldermen, and a Common-Council, &c. It is almoſt needleſs to 
ſay, that moſt branches of commerce and every kind of trade are 
exerciſed in Dublin, and that the city -is daily advancing- in 
wealth and induſtry. 

Within a few miles of the metropolis are many pleaſant vil- 
lages—CLONTARF, GLASNEVIN, FINGLASS, CHAPELIZOD, 
LEIXLIP, LUCAN, whoſe ſulphureous waters occaſion a great 
reſort of company in the ſummer months. RATHYARNHAM, 
MiILTOwWN, RINGSEN D, the BLACK Rock, DUNLEARY, and 
many others. The two laſt named, and Clontarf, are crowded 
in the ſeaſon for ſea-bathing, and are ſurrounded with numerous 
villas of the nobility and citizens, whom the beauties of Dublin 


Bay attract towards the coaſt. 


There are alſo in this county the ſmall towns or villages of 


TALLAGH, NEWCASTLE, SWORDS, Lusk, BALRUDD ERV, 
Rus, SKERRIES and BALBRIGGEN. 


Ruſh is a large village on the coaſt, from whence. and from 


Skerries, whoſe ſmall harbour is rendered ſafe by a pier, Dub- 


lin is principally ſupplied with fiſh. Balhriggen has alſo a 


ſmall ſafe harbour, and a flouriſhing cotton manufactory. 


The county, the city, and the univerſity of Dublin, with the 


boroughs of Neucgſtle and Sorde, return ten members to parlia- 


ment.

WICKLOW. 
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WICKLOW. 


THE extent of this county, which lies immediately South 
of Dublin, is from N. to S. * 32 miles, from E. to W. 26; and 
the ſuperficial contents are 311,600 acres, or 486 ſquare miles. 

It is divided into fx baronies, Half RATHDOWN, NRwe As- 
TLE, ARKLOW, BALLINACORR, TALBOTSTOWN, and SHIL- 
LELAGH; 8 + 58 pariſhes, and 20 churches.— Of 
theſe, 49 pariſhes and 17 churches are in the archbiſhoprick of 
Dublin. —6 pariſhes and 3 churches in the dioceſe of Leighlin— 
and 3 pariſhes with one church in that of Ferns. 

The number of houſes in this county is 11,546, the inhabitants 


may therefore be computed at about 58,000; a very ſcanty popu-, 


lation for ſo large an extent, as it amounts only to 23.75 in a 
ſquare mile, and 26.9 acres to each houſe, on an average. 

But a great part of WickxLow is rendered unfit for habitation 
and incapable of culture, by mountains intermixed with rock and 
| bogs. However, though the heart of the county he a cheerleſs 


waſte, the hills on the Eaſt and Weſt ſides of it, and eſpecially 


along the coaſt, from 6 to 8 miles in breadth, being many of 
them well wooded and intermixed with profitable and ſmiling 
vallies, form a delightful and various ſcenery. They are crowded 
with gentlemen's- ſeats, and are not without ſmall towns and vil- 
lages. The mountains of Kippure, near the county of Dublin, 
are the higheſt, and very abrupt on the North ſide. Keyden on 
the border of Carlow, and Sugar Loaf Hill near Delgany, are alſo 
remarkable for height, and the latter for its conical form. 


* From North to South 40}, from Eaſt to Weſt 33 Engliſh miles, the area 500,600 Eng- 
liſh acres, or 780 ſquare miles. 
+ 5370 acres and 1000 ſouls are about the average of each pariſh. 
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In the mountainous part of this county many rivers have their 
ſources,-- the Liffey with her tributary ſtreams takes a circular 
courſe through the county of Kildare, and falls into the bay of 
Dublin. The Slaney runs Southward, and after crofling a part of 
Carlow is received into the ſea at Wexford. The Fartrey diſem- 
bogues itſelf at JYVic&/oww, and the Ovoca at Arklow. 

There are no large towns in this county. WickxLow, the 
county town, is pleaſantly fituated on a ſmall harbour, and near a 
beautiful ſtrand abounding in fine pebbles, which is called the 
Murroughb.— The ale of Wicklow has been long celebrated in 
Dublin. Bray is reſorted to by ſea bathers in the ſummer, 
and like ARK Low has a haven for ſmall craft. On the Eaſtern 
fide of the county are BLESSINGTON, DUNLAvin, BALTING= 
LAS and CLONEGALL. In the neighbourhood of theſe Towns, 
of RaTHDRUM which is nearer the coaſt, and of CarRnew in 
the South, ſome linen and much coarſe wollens are manufac- 
tured. 

Not far from Rathdrum, at Cronebane, and alſo in the pariſh of 
Kilcaſbel, are extenſive copper mines. At Cronebane immenſe 
quantities of copper are made, by ſteeping bar-iron in the mine- 
ral water, which entirely corrodes the original metal and ſubſti- 
tutes the particles of copper in its place. 

In the barony of SHILLRELAH ſtand the poor remains of a 
foreſt, once the moſt celebrated in Ireland for the excellence 
of its oak; which was exported to Britain and different parts 
of Europe, and 1s ſtill ſnewn in the roof of Weſtminſter-hall, 
rr of ſome antient buildings on the continent, even at this

There is ſcarcely room to mention the antique ruins and 
round towers of G/andelough, called the Seven Churches, which are 
ſituated in a deep valley, encompaſſed with mountains; much leſs

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to deſcribe the many * natural beauties that attract the notice 
of the curious. 

Ten members are returned to parliament for the corny and 
town of Wicklow, the boroughs of Bleſſington, Baltinglas and 
Carysfort, which laſt is not even a village.

THE county is drawn too ſhort from North to South by /w9 
miles. The courſes of rivers are in many places erroneous, the 
Liffey and Bray-water are made to unite, and ſo are the rivers that 
fall into the ſea at Wicklow and Kilcool. The boundary be- 
tween the baronies of Newcaſtle and Ballinacor, is improperly 
placed. The mountains are ill deſcribed, and thoſe of Kippure 
miſnamed Stephenon. The villages of Glanteague, Togher and 
Ballinderry are omitted. 


WEXFORD. 


THE length of the county of WexrorD, which is ſituated on 
the South of Wicklow, is from N. to S. + 44 miles, and 
the breadth from E. to W. 25. It contains 342,900 acres, 
or 535 {ſquare miles. 

It is divided into eight baronies—Gorey, SCAREWALSH, 
BALLAGHEEN, BANTRY, SHELBURN, SHELMALIERE, BAR- 
GIE and Fox TR, excluſive of the liberties of Wexford. Of 1424

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pariſhes ; 146, Containing 41 Churches, are in the biſhoprick of 
Ferns, and 2 pariſhes with one church in the dioceſe of Dublin. 

The number of houſes in the county of Wexford is 21,040, 
and of inhabitants about 115,000 *, which is at the rate of 16.2 
acres to a houſe, and 39.32 houſes in a ſquare mile. 

This county cannot be called hilly or mountainous, except on 
the frontiers of Carlow and Wicklow. Yet it contains a great 
deal of coarſe cold land, and Riff clay foil, which the want of 
limeſtone renders it difficult and expenſive to improve, But the 
baronies of Bargie and Forth, being of a lighter ſoil, are extremely 
well tilled, and produce large quantities of barley. 

The river Barrow ſeparates Kilkenny from this county, and the 
Slaney, which croſſes it from Newtown Barry to Wexford, affords 
a perpetual variety of pictureſque and romantic views.among its 
wooded and winding banks. Lough Ta, in the barony of 
Forth, receives into its boſom two or three ſmart rivulets, 
but having no outlet, the waters accumulate and gradually 
overflow the adjacent grounds ; till the peaſantry, once in three 
or four years, let them off, by making a cut through the high 
ſand-bank that parts the lake from the ſea, which very ſoon fills 
up again. 

WeExrorD , the ſhire town, contains above gooo ſouls, 
and is ſituated on a harbour which is large and beautiful, but 
too ſhallow to admit veſſels of great burden. Much coarſe 
woollen cloth is manufactured in this neighbourhood and about 

EnniscoRTHY, where there are alſo conſiderable iron works, 
and ſome trade; the Slaney on which it is ſituated being ſo 
far navigable. NEW Ross, on the Barrow, which is there 
croſſed by a ferry, is a pretty large town, and exports a great 
deal of beef and butter ; the river bringing up large ſhips to

the 
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the quay, with many articles for the conſumption of the ſur- 
rounding country. GoREY is but ſmall, NeEwTown-BaRky is 
one of the prettieſt villages in the kingdom. From the very poor 
village of BaLLYHACK there is a ferry to the ſmall one of Paſſage 
in the county of Waterford, acroſs the river Suir, which is there 
about a mile broad. The borough of CLONMINEõ is fallen into 
decay, ſince the ſilver and lead mines in its neighbourhood have 
been neglected. Thoſe of FETHERD and BAN NO are in the 

ſame ſituation. TAG HMON and FERNs are but very middling 
villages. 

In the barony of Fox r H the manners of the people differ in 
ſome reſpects from thoſe of their neighbours—They have more 
induſtry and cleanlineſs, and are much neater in their dreſs— 
They ſpeak no Iriſh, but have among themſelves a language, 
which ſeems to be the Anglo-Saxon, but which falls very faſt 
into diſuſe. 

No fewer than eighteen members are returned to parliament for 
this County, the town of Wexford, and the boroughs of Enni/- 
corthey, Gorey, New Roſs, Fetherd, Bannow, Clonmines, and 


Taghmon.

They give the county one mile more in length than they ought.

KILKENNT. 
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KILKENNY. 


WEST of the county of Wexford lies that of KILKENNV, 
whoſe extent from N. to S. is 35 * miles, and from E. to W. 
19. Its area meaſures 300,350 acres, or 469 ſquare miles. 

It contains nine baronies, excluſive of the county of the 
city of KILKENNY, and the /iberties of the town of CarL- 
LEN ; Viz. FASSACHDINING, GALLMOY, CRANNAGH, Gow- 
RAN, SHELLILOGHER, KELLs, KNOCTOPHER, IVERK, and 
the barony of ID A, IoRIN, AND IBERCON. Theſe contain 127 + 
pariſhes, and 31 churches; of which 121 pariſhes, and 29 
churches, are in the dioceſe of Offory ; ſix pariſhes, with two 
churches, in that of Leighlin, and a very ſmall part of one pariſh 
in the archbiſhopric of Caſhel. 

The number of houſes is 17,569, which probably con- 
tain about 95 4 or 100,000 inhabitants. The houſes are much 
fewer than what might be expected in a county which has been 
generally eſteemed one of the moſt populous in Ireland ; for there 
are, on an average, only 37.46 in a ſquare mile, or one houſe 
to every 17 acres. This is below the medium of the provinces of 
Leinfler or Ulſter, but it ſomewhat exceeds the average of the 
whole kingdom; to which however it approximates nearer than 
any other county. 

The ſoil is fruitful, and well tilled ; and Kilkenny may be 
confldered as one of the great corn counties,

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It is in general level, except in the barony of Ida, Igrin, and 
Ibercon, which is covered with rough hills from the neigh- 
bourhood of the Smr, till they terminate in Brandon Hill, a 
mountain in the barony of Gowran. No country can be 
better watered The river Barrow forms its eaſtern boundary— 
the Suir parts it from Waterford, —and both theſe rivers are na- 
vigable; as is alſo the Nore ſo high as Bennet's Bridge. This 
river croſſes the county from north to ſouth, and receives in its 
courſe the Diuin, the river of Callen, and many other plentiful 
ſtreams. 

There are but a few towns of any note in this county, many 
boroughs, which were once conſiderable, having dwindled into 
inſignificant villages. CASTLE DuRRow is a pretty little town, 
which lies in the midſt of 2 or 3ooo acres, that are inſulated in 
the Queens County. CASTLECOMER is but ſmall, notwithſtand- 
ing the vicinity of extenſive coal-mines, which not only ſupply 
the ſurrounding country with fuel, but are conveyed in great 
quantities to very diſtant parts of the kingdom, though by land 
carriage, being a hard ſtone coal, particularly uſeful for ſmiths» 
work. CALLEN 1s no longer of note, but its liberties, which 
extend near two miles round it, ſhew that it was once conſide- 
rable. Of GowRan, KnockToPHER, THhoMaSTOwN, UR- 
LINGFORD, FRESHFORD, NEWMARKET, &c. there is little to 
be ſaid. At BALLYSPELLIN, in Gallmoy, there is a chalibeate 
water, which would be more frequented, if there were better ac- 
commodation for ſtrangers. The city of Kilkenny, and the 
borough of St. CaNnice, or IRIsHTowN, form but one large 
town, which ſtands in the midſt of the county of the city of Kil- 
kenny. It is delightfully ſituated on the river Nore, over which 
are two handſome bridges. -Of the many large and good 
buildings that adorn this city, I ſhall only mention the biſhop's 

| palace, 
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palace, the magnificent caſtle of the Earl of Ormond, and 
the celebrated free-ſchool or college founded by the Butler 
family, and lately rebuilt on a large ſcale. The houſes are 
decorated with a very beautiful black and white marble, from the 
large quarries in the neighbourhood of this city, which ſupply 
various parts of Ireland, and even London, with this commodity. 
K1LKENNY contains about 16, ooo“ ſouls, a large number for an 
inland country town ; and has been long noted for the politeneſs 
of its inhabitants. 

In this city and its environs abundance of blankets and much 
coarſe woollen cloth are manufactured. In the hilly parts of the 
county there are great dairy farms, particularly in the neighbour- 
hood of Waterford, from whence large quantities of butter are 
exported. 

Sixteen members are elected to the Houſe of Commons from 
this county—the city of Kilkenny, St. Canice, Gowran, Knockto- 
pher, Thomaſtown, Inniſtioghe and Callen.

The county meaſures two miles longer and five miles broader 
in the old than in the new map Caſtle Durrow is placed in the 
Queen's County—the whole of the ſouthern part of Kilkenny is 
erroneouſly repreſented as very mountainous—and the following 


villages are omitted: Ball yſpellin, Fohnſtown, Pilltown, Ballyncale, 
Glanmore, Newmarket, &c. 


The number of houſes in 1788 was 2689. 


CARLOW, 
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CARLOW. 


THIS ſmall county, which is inſerted as a wedge between the 
northern parts of Kilkenny and Wexford, meaſures 26 * miles in 
length from N. to S. and 23, in the greateſt breadth, from E. to 
W. It contains 137,000 acres, or 214 ſquare miles, and is 
divided into five baronies and fifty + pariſhes, which, with 13 
churches, are all in the dioceſe of Leighlin. The Barons are, 
RAVILLVY, CATHERLOGH, IDRONE, FoRTH, and St. Mur- 
LINS. 

The population of this county comes neareſt to the average of 
the whole province; for it contains 8,763 houſes, and about 
44,000 | inhabitants, which will give, at a medium, 40.94 houſes 
to every ſquare mile, and 15.6 acres to every houſe. 

The river Barrow, which is navigable, runs through it from 
N. to S.—the Slaney crotles it alſo, in its courſe from Wicklow 
to Wexford. 

That part of CARLO Ww which 1 on 1 the weſt of the Barrow 
is covered with rough and high hills. Another mountainous 
tract continues all along the bounds of Wexford, beginning 
at the north, with the high and rocky Mount Leinſter, and termi- 
nating in that which is called Blackfarrs, in the ſouth. But 
the champaign country is extremely rich and fertile. 

Of the Towns and Villages in this County, CARLOw, Leicn- 
LINBRIDGE, and TULLOw are the moſt conſiderable, CLONE/E 
GAL, HackETSTOWN, PALATINETOWN, RUTLAND, GoRE's- 
BRIDGE, BURREsS, &c. are ſmall.

The county of KI LD ARE joins Carlow on the north, and ex- 
tends from N. to S. 32 * miles, and from E. to W. 21; form- 
ing an area of 236,750 acres, or 369 ſquare miles. 

The fen baronies, into which this county is divided, are— | 
CARBURY, IKEATH AND OUGHTERANY, CLAINE, SALT, 
Naas, GREAT Conner, OrHALV, KiLCULLEN, NARRAGH 
AND REHBAN, KILKEA AND MooNE; in which are 113+ 
pariſhes and 23 churches. Of theſe, 57 pariſhes and ꝙ churches 


belong to the ſee of Dub/in, and 56 pariſhes, with 14 churches, 
to that of Kildare.

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The nuniber of houſes in this county is 11, 205, and we may 
eſtimate the inhabitants at about 56, oo *. This gives, on an 
average, 30.

which ſeems to be a very thin population for a county ſo near the 
capital, and not at all incumbered with mountains or high hills. 
But it muſt be obſerved, that large tracts of it are covered by the 
Bog of Allen, that upwards of 3ooo acres are occupied by the 
Curragh ; and that, although this beautiful plain affords paſture 
to an immenſe number of ſheep, there are but a very few habi- 
tations ſcattered around its edges. | 

This county is full of ſprings and rivulets—The river 
Barrow forms its ſouth-weſt boundary, and receives the Green. 
The Liffey takes a circular courſe through the north-eaſt of 
the county, and the river Boyne riſes in the Bog of Allen. 
The Barrow is navigable from Athy, where it meets the 
GRAND CANAL, which, from Dublin, paſſes through this 
county, croſſing the Liffey on an aqueduct bridge; and ſoon 
after branches off near Claine, in a collateral cut, to the Shannon. 
By this canal, not only merchandize and heavy goods are con- 
veyed to and from the metropolis, but ſeveral boats, conveniently 
fitted up for the accommodation of travellers, paſs daily between 
Dublin and Monaſterevan. 

In this county there are no large towns. Thoſe which 
chiefly claim notice are, Naas and ATay +; at which the aſſizes 
are alternately held. 


 MoNASTEREVAN, on the Barrow, is increaſing in ſize and

KIL D ARE is chiefly ſup- 
ported by the concourſe of nobility and gentry who attend the 
frequent races at the Curragh; which is the Newmarke? of Ire- 
land, and generally allowed to exceed the Engliſh race-ground 
in elaſticity of turf, and in characteriſtic beauty. 

At PRoOSPEROUs, a new village in the barony of Claine, great 
cotton works have been eſtabliſhed. BALLITORE is a very 
pretty village. 

Ten members repreſent in the Houſe of Commons this County, 
the towns of Kildare, Naas and Athy, and the borough of 
Harriſtoum, which conſiſts only of a fingle houſe. _

They exceed in the breadth of the county 7wo miles, and 
are not quite correct in the boundary and diviſions. Tefereys 
miſcalls Monaſtereven Monſtere. The ſituations of Cappoge and of 
Preſperous are not marked. 


. QUEEN'S COUNTY. 


The Quzxxn's CounTy is ſituated on the ſouth-weſt of Kil- 
dare, from which it is partly divided by the river Barrow, and is 
of a very compact form ; being 25 * miles in length, and as many 
in breadth. It contains 235, 300 acres, or 367 ſquare miles, and 
is divided into eight baronies-PORTNEHINCRH, TinNEniNCH, 


Nearly 32 Engliſh miles. The area, in the fame meaſure, is 378,023 acres, or about 
590 ſquare miles.

ADAMS, CULLINAGH and SLEWMARGY. | 

Of the 50* pariſhes, and 26 churches which they comprehend, 
27 pariſhes and 14 churches are in the biſhopric of Leigblin; 14 
pariſhes and 6 churches in that of O ry; 7 pariſhes, with 6 
churches, in the dioceſe of Kildare; one pariſh in that of Kil- 
laloe, and part of one in Dublin. 

This county is more populous than any of the preceding five; 
for it contains 15,048 houſes, which on an average would give 
41 houſes to a ſquare mile, and 15.6 acres to a houſe. The 
number of inhabitants will amount to upwards of 82,000, at 54 
to a houſe. 

There are in this county extenſive tracts of bog, and a good 
deal of cold wet ground, eſpecially near the mountains ; yet the 
greater part of it is well cultivated, and ſome places rich and 
beautiful. It 1s a very level country, except in the ſouth of the 
barony of S/ewmargy, and on the borders of the King's County. 

The high and ſteep mountains of S/zebh-b/oom + form ſo im- 
practicable a barrier between the two counties, that in a range of 
fourteen miles, they afford but one, and that a very difficult and 
narrow paſs into the King's County, called the Gap of Glandine. 
In this great ridge are the ſources of the Barrow and the Nore Þ ; 
the Barrow running North-eaſt to Monaſterevan, where it 
changes its direction to the South, and the Nore croſſing the 
Queen's County by a ſouthern courſe into Kilkenny. 

MaRYBOROUGH, the county town, is not large: but in its

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neighbourhood is manufactured a great quantity of ſtuffs, ſerges, 
druggets, and other woollen goods. The ſame manufactures are 
carried on at MounNTMELLICK and MounTRATH ; in which 
towns the wool-combing buſineſs flouriſhed exceedingly, till 
within a few years, when the demand for worſted yarn from 
Norwich and other parts of England ceaſed. Forges and fur- 
naces for iron have long been eſtabliſhed about Mountrath ; but 
charcoal is become ſo ſcarce that, of late years, they have not 
been often at work. BALLYNAKILL is a ſmall town, and STk a p- 
BALLY a very pretty clean village; but PokTARLINGToN (of 
which a ſmall part is in the King's County), is a conſiderable 
town, full of gentry, and noted for many large ſchools, princi- 
pally employed in the preparative education of very young chil- 
dren. 

There is an extenſive colliery at Dunane in Sleumargy, whoſe 
coals are preferred to thoſe of Caſtlecomer, and all the hills of 
that part of the county are full of this kind of coal. Much 
cheeſe is made in this and the next county, which brings a good 
price in Dublin. | 

The Queen's County deputes eight members to parliament, 
who repreſent the County, Maryborough, Portarlington, and Bally. 
nakill.

KING'S COUNTY. 


THIS County bounds the Queen's County on the north and weſt. 
Its length from N. to S. is 34 miles; and the breadth from E. to W. 
which, in the northern and broadeſt part, is 32, diminiſhes gra- 
dually to a very narrow compaſs as it ſtretches to the Southward. 
The KING's CounTy contains 282, 200 acres, which make up- 
wards of 440 ſquare miles “; and is divided into eleven baronies, 
viz.—WARRENSTOWN, CooL ESTO WN, PHILIPS TOwWN, BAL- 
LYCOWEN, KILCOURSEY, GARRNY CASTLE, GESHIL, BALL1- 
BO V, EGLIsH or FIRCAL, BALLYBRITT and CLONLIS k. 

In theſe there are 16 pariſhes and 10 churches, under the ſee of 
Meath; 16 pariſhes, with 6 churches, under that of Killaloe; 
18 pariſhes and 8 churches in the dioceſe of Kildare; one 
pariſh in Clonfert, and one inſulated pariſh, with. its church, 
dependant upon the ſee of Offory ; in all 52+ pariſhes and 25 
churches. 

The number of houſes in this county amounts to 13,5 36, 
which will give 30.76 houſes to a ſquare mile, and 20.8 acres to a 
| houſe on an average; and may contain about 74,500 inhabitants 4. 

If this ſhould be eſteemed a thin population, it muſt be ob- 
ſerved, that the Bog of Allen covers a great portion of this county, 
and that ſome part of it is rendered uninhabitable by the moun-

This range of mountains excepted, the 
King's County may be conſidered as a level country. In many 


places the ſoil is deep and rich, and in ſome parts well cultivated ; 


but much of the barony of Garryca/tle ſtill remains in a very 
naked and unimproved ſtate. In this wild country, on the banks 
of the Shannon, ſtand the ruins of Clonmacnois; uſually called the 
Seven Churches, from the many veſtiges of religious buildings, 
among which two round towers only remain free from decay, 

The Shannon forms the weſtern boundary of the County for 
many miles, and the little Bro/za, which falls into that great 
river, divides it from Tipperary ; while the larger Bro/a, after 
winding through a great part of it, between pleaſant banks, 
loſes itfelf alſo in the Shannon. The Boyne and the lefler Barrow 
water the ſkirts of it. There are, beſides, ſeveral ſmall rivers and 
ſome lakes, of which Lougb Pallis and Lowgh Annagh are the 
largeſt; and the Grand Canal croſſes the Northern part of _ 
county. 

Of the towns in the King's County, BIRR is the moſt confi 1 


ble. It was formerly called Par/on/fown, and has very lately re- 


ſumed that name, by act of parliament. At BANAGHER there is an 
excellent endowment for a ſchool, and a very ancient bridge over 
the Shannon. Six miles higher up, at the village of RAG HERA, 
a very noble one has been erected within a few years. TuLLA- 
MORE, on the river Clodagb, is a pretty little town, in which, as 
well as in BI RR, there are many gentlemens houſes, and ſome 
manufactures, which the advantages of the Grand Canal will 
probably improve. In the neighbourhood of CLARA, which is 
ſituated on the Bro/na, much linen is made. At PHILIPS TOWN 
the aſſizes are held, but it is a very indifferent place. FR ANR - 
FORD and BALLYBoy on the Silver river, FERBANE upon the 


Broſna, BALLYCowEN and CLOGHAN, KILLEIGH and GESHIIL 
are ſmall; but EDEN DERRV is a thriving town, chiefly inha- 


bited 
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bited by induſtrious quakers, and contiguous to the weſtern cut of 


the Grand Canal.

North of the King's County lies Wes DMEAT! H, Whoſe greateſt 
extent from E. to W. is 33 miles, and from N. to S. 27, and 
"whoſe area meaſures 231,538 acres, or 361 ſquare miles *. 

There are #we/ve baronies in this county—CLoxnLoNnaNn, Moy- 
CASHEL, FARTULLAGH, FARBILL, MOVYASHEL AND MAGHE- 
RADERNON, DELVIN, Half FowRE, Moycoisn, CoRKERR&Y, 
RATHCONRATH, KILKENNY-WEsT, and the territory, as it 
is called, of BR AWN. 

They comprehend 62 Þ+ pariſhes and 21 churches; 59 pariſhes 
and 20 churches in the dioceſe of Meatb, and three pariſhes, with 
one Church, in the biſhopric of Ardagh. 

The population may be computed at 69,000 perſons, dwelling 
in I 3,693 houſes: and if they were equally diſtributed through- 
out the county, every ſquare mile would contain 37.93 houſes ; 
to each-of which there would be 17 acres.

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No part of this county is embarraſſed with mountains, but a 
great number of acres are rendered unproductive by large lakes 
and extenſive bogs ; yet the convenience of fuel, the abundance 
of gravelly hills, and the variety of proſpects which ariſe from 
theſe beautiful lakes, and the undulating form of the ſurface, 
render it a very plcaſant and healthful country. The ſoil is in 
general light, but in ſome places deep and rich; and though there 
is more of it kept under grafs than employed in tillage, yet the 
plough is by no means neglected; for, after ſupplying the home 
conſumption, the farmers of this county largely contribute to the 
exportation of oats from Drogheda. 

No county can be better watered. 'The Shannon divides it 
from Connaught: the river Iny forms the greater part of its 
north-weſt boundary, paſſing through ſeveral lakes: the Dele 
croſſes the eaſtern ſide of it, and the Broſna, which iſſues from 
Lough Hoyle, runs ſouthward into the King's County. It is 
ſingular, that from this lake two rivers flow, in oppoſite directions: 
the Bro/na takes a ſouthern courſe; while a ſhort and rapid 
ſtream runs weſtward into Lough Iron, which diſcharges its 
waters by the Inny into the Shannon. Lough Lene, Lough 
Tron, Lough Derveragh, Lough Hoyle, and Lough Ennel, 
are the principal lakes. To theſe muſt be added that large and 
beautiful expanſion of the Shannon, which is full of wooded 
iſlands, and called Lough Ree, or the Royal Lake. 

The towns in Weſtmeath are neither large nor numerous.— 
ATHLONE is the moſt conſiderable ; ſituated on the Shannon, it 
was formerly an important paſs into the Weſtern Province, and is 
the moſt central town in the iſland. MvuLrtinGaR, the county 


town, is well ſituated between the two lakes Hoyle and Ennel, 


and is noted for a very conſiderable horſe-fair, and a great wool- 
fair. MoATE-GRENOG UE, KILBEGGAN, KINNEGAD and CAs- 
TLEPOLLARD, are ſmall. In this county alſo, the linen manu- 
facture makes a conſiderable progreſs.

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From Weſtmeath, Mullingar, Athlone, Kilbeggan, and the now 
miſerable village of Fowre, ten members are deputed to parlia-

LONGFORD is extremely well peopled ; for, notwithſtanding 
the bleak and rough hills in the northern angle, and the large | 
bogs that are ſpread over the ſouth-weſt and other parts of the | 
county, it comprehends 10,026 houſes ; of which, if they were i 
equally diſtributed, there would be 47.97 in every ſquare mile,

The Inny flows at the ſouth, Lough Gawnagh expands its waters 
over many miles in the north; and the Camlin and Fallen, with 
other ſmaller rivers, ſupply the heart of it. 

The town of Loxc rosD, on the Camlin, is of middling ſize, a 
and pretty well built. GRAN ARD, EDGEWORTHSTOWN, BAL- 
LYMAHON, LANESBOROUGH, ST. JohNSs TOWN, &c. are 
ſmall.

ROSCOMMON. 


This County, which the Shannon divides from Longford and 
Weſtmeath, extends in length from N. to S. 47 miles; the 
breadth varies conſiderably, and in the broadeſt part, about the 
middle of the county, is 29 miles. The area meaſures 346,650 
acres, which are equal to 541 ſquare miles “. 

The ſix baronies of BoyLe, BALLINTOBAR, Ha BAL LT- 
MOE, Ros cou MoN, ATHLONE, and MoyCARNE, contain 56 ＋ 
pariſhes and 22 churches; 50 pariſhes, with 20 churches, under 
the ſee of Elpbin; three pariſhes and one church under that of 
Tuam; two pariſhes, with a church, in the dioceſe of Cl/onfert ; 
and one pariſh in the biſhopric of Ardagh. 

Of all the counties weſt of the Shannon this is the beſt peo-. 
pled; yet, as it contains only 17,137 houſes, there is on a medium

Roſcommon is a flat open country, in ſome places ſprinkled with 
rocks, in many interrupted by extenſive bogs, and but little di- 
verſified with hills. The only mountains within the county are 
in the pariſh of Kilronan; a nook between Lough Arrow and 
Lough Allen, and theſe are become valuable on account of the 
coal and iron which they are found to contain. The lofty Curlew 
Mountains, which join Lough Arrow, ſeparate this county from 
Sligo. In the plains of Roſcommon the ſoil is rich, and as fit 
for the ploughman as the grazier. There is however but a ſmall 
part under tillage, in compariſon of what is devoted to the breed- 
ing of black cattle and ſheep. 

The river Shannon winds along the eaſtera boundary, branch- 
ing, in a courſe of fifty miles, into ſeveral fine lakes; of which 
Lough Ree, Lough Bafin, and Lough Allen, are the largeſt. 
The river Suck divides this county from Galuay for a great 
length of way, till it loſes its name and waters in the Shannon; 
and many other ſtreams and ſmall lakes fertilize and enliven the 
fields. The largeſt of the lakes is Lough Key, in the North of 
the County, which is rendered delightful by wooded iſlands and 
ſurrounding groves. There are no towns of great ſize or conſe- 
quence in Roſcommon—The principal are BoyLEe, where the 
linen market is of late become very conſiderable, from the in- 
creaſe of yarn and linen manufactures in the neighbourhood— 
RoscoMmoN, the County town—STROKESTOWN, ELPHIN, 
CasTLEREAGH, MiLTowN-Pass, &c. Part of Athlone is 
alſo in Roſcommon. t "= | 

This County, the TIEN of Roſcommon, Boyle, and Tulſh, 
which laſt is a wretched village, are repreſented in parliament by 
eight members.

Ten pariſhes are in the dio- 
ceſe of Kilmore, and 7 in Ardagh. There are 8 churches in 
each. | 
The number of houſes in LEITRIu being 10,026 (which pro- 
bably contain upwards of $0,000 inhabitants), if they were 
equally diſtributed throughout the county, there would be in

Every pariſh comprehends, on an average, upwards of 15,000 acres, and . leſs 
than 3000 ſouls, 
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every ſquare mile 27.48 houſes, with 23.2 acres to each, But 
the two northern baronies are by no means ſo populous as the 
other three. The mountains of S/:e4h- Anewr and Dartry cover 
almoſt the whole of Ro//c/ogher ; and a large ſcope of Dromahaire 
is occupied by Shebb-an-Erin and other mountainous groups. 
But theſe great hills are far from unprofitable ; for, producing 
abundance of coarſe graſs, they annually pour forth immenſe 
droves of young cattle. The ſouthern baronies are level, and 
their ſoil good: agriculture of courſe improves, and population 
increaſes with the linen buſineſs, which has made great progreſs 


in a country ſo well adapted to the growth of flax, and ſo con- 


venient to the manufacturer in point of fuel and water, 
It abounds in ſmall rivers, and lakes The largeſt of theſe is 
Lough Allen, a deep water, 8 miles in length, and 2+ in breadth, 


On the weſtern banks of this lake the hills teem with coal and 
iron, in this county, as well as in Roſcommon. Great iron works 


have been lately eſtabliſhed at Arigna, and as ſoon as the com- 
pletion of the Royal Canal opens a communication between 
Dublin and the Shannon, the valuable products of this diſtant 


county will find an eaſy conveyance to market. About four miles 


north of Lough Allen, the Shannon iſſues from Lough Clean, a 
{mall lake, which is conſidered as the fountain of that noble 
river. This lake is not four miles diſtant from the river Bonnet, 
which carries boats into Lough Gilly, and from thence into Sligo 
Bay. Perhaps the day may come, when the ſpirit of enterprize 
and commerce will open itſelf a paſſage by this channel alſo. 

The towns and villages in Leitrim are very ſmall Moki LT, 
MANOR-HAMIL TON, and DRoMAHAIRE, are perhaps the beſt. 
—CARRICK is the ſhire town. Near DRuMsNaw, a neat vil- 
lage, charmingly ſituated on the wooded banks of the Shannon, 
there is a chalibeate ſpring, whoſe medicinal virtues have been 
found very great.

THE county of SL1G0 lies on the weſt of Leitrim, and on the 
north of Roſcommon. Its greateſt length, from Bunduff in the 
north, to the Curlew. Mountains in the ſouth, is 31 miles; and 
the greateſt breadth 29. It contains 247,150 acres, or 386 ſquare 
miles*, and is divided into fx baronies, CarBury, TYRERAGH, 
LENEV, CORRAN, CoOLAvIN and 'TIRAGHRILL ; which com- 
priſe + 39 pariſhes and 16 churches. Of theſe, 16 pariſhes and 
3 churches are in the biſhoprick of E/phin ; 14 pariſhes and 6 
churches in that of Achonry, and 8 pariſhes with 6 churches, in 
the dioceſe of Killalla. One pariſh and its church belong to the 
ſee of Ardagh. | 

In this county there are 11, 509 houſes, the average of which is 
29.81 to a ſquare mile, or one houſe to 21.5 acres. And the 
number of inhabitants may be about 60,000. 


The dimenſions of this county are, in Engliſh meaſure, —length 391, and breadth 
37 miles. Its contents 397,060 acres, or 620 ſquare miles.

Tyreragh, though level along the coaſt, is in- 
1 terſected by large bogs; and the ſouthern part of it is bounded 
1 | by the Ox Mountain, Sliebh Dham, and a great range of deſolate 
hills, that extend a good way into the barony of Leny, in which 
1 alſo there is a great ſcope of bog. The Curlews, and other 
mountains, cover the moſt of Coolavin; and Kiſhcorran forms a

Among theſe hills there are many large lakes and abundance of 
rivers.—The Moy riſes in the mountain of Knocknaſhee, and after 
receiving the waters of Lough Calt and Lough Conn, flows in a 
broad ſtream to the bay of Killalla. Lough Arrow is about eight 
miles long, full of iflands, and of a very irregular form. A river 
of the ſame name proceeds from it, and running northward, ta 
Bally/adere, ruſhes at once into the ſea in a ſtupendous cataract. 
Lough Garra is alſo an extenſive lake, 

Lough Gilly exhibits that variety of charming proſpects which 
bold hills, wooded lawns, and large iſlands cloathed with ver- 
1 dure and crowned with trees, united with a great extent of 
water, cannot fail to produce. Upon the river by which the 
waters of this lake are diſcharged into a large bay, ſtands the 
town of SLIGo, and veſſels of two hundred tons come up to the 
[| quays. The trade of this town has been increaſing for ſome 
| years, and the number of inhabitants are eſtimated at upwards 
| of 8,000a+. There is no other town of note in the county, but 
1 there are many ſmall villages; in which, and the ſurrounding 


On the ſummits of moſt of theſe mountains. there are very large Cairns or Carnedhs.

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country, the linen buſineſs wears a flouriſhing aſpect, eſpecially 
in the vicinity of Ballymote. 


This county and toun of 8110 o are repreſented in parliament 
by four members. 


Obſervations on the Old M aps. 


This new map deviates conſiderably from the old in the ſize 
of the county, which, by the preſent conſtruction, is made 5 
miles ſhorter from eaſt to weſt, and one mile leſs from north to 
ſouth.—The line of coaſt is alſo varied, and the intereſting 
iſland of In;/murry, placed in its true poſition, according to 
M-Kenzy's charts.—In the old maps, the boundary between 
the baronies of Corran and Tiraghrill is incorrect; and that part 
of Coolavin, which is on the eaſt of Lough Garra, is given to 
the county of Roſcommon. The mountains are very ill deſcri- 
bed throughout the whole county, and Lough Cali is omitted. 
Neither do they mark the ſmall villages of Efty, Skreen, Tobar- 
corry, Tobarſtanavan, Ballinode, Courttrand, Acharrow, and L 
/adill, which laſt is celebrated for the excellence of its oyſters. 


MAYO. 


THIS county, which joins Sligo, is bounded on the north and 
weſt by the ocean. Extending from N. to S. 49 miles, and from 
E. to W. 45, it is exceeded in dimenſions by Cork and Galway 
only; for it contains 790,600 acres, or 1,235 ſquare miles.“ 

Mayo is divided into nine baronies—TyRpawLyY, GALLEN, 
CosTELLO, CLANMORRIS, KILMAIN, MoR1sXx, CARRaGn, 


The dimenſions of Mayo, in Engliſh meaſure, are—length 62 miles; breadth 57 ; area 
1, 270. 144 acres, or 1,984 ſquare miles. 


M2 | BuR- 
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BuRRI1SHOOLE, and ExRIS. Of 68 * pariſhes, and 20 churches, 
which they compriſe, 37 pariſhes and 12 churches are in the 
dioceſe of Tuam,—17 pariſhes with 6 churches in K/lalla,— 
1 3 pariſhes and 2 churches in Achonry, and one pariſh in the 
biſhoprick of Elphin. 

The number of houſes in this county is 27,970. This is at the 
rate of 22.64 in a ſquare mile, and of 28.2 acres to a houſe, 


which is near the medium of the province. The number of 
inhabitants may be eſtimated at 140,000. F 

The ſoil of the county of Mayo varies prodigiouſly—from the 
bleak and rugged raountain to the fertile and chearful plain. 
The baronies of Kilmain and Clonmorris, the greateſt part of Car- 
ragh, Coſtello, and Gallen, and a large portion of Tyrawly, are 
arable and champaign; and though not yet arrived at a high de- 
gree of cultivation, they produce a ſufficiency of corn and flax, for 
home conſumption, and ſupply other counties with abundance of 
fat and ſtore cattle. In the mountainous barony of Burriſboole 
there are ſome fruitful grounds, along the coaſt and in the vallies. 
But the large barony of Err7is, and the weſtern part of Tyraw!y, 
are overſpread with an immenſe maſs of uninhabited mountains, 
and trackleſs bogs, without roads and very difficult of acceſs, to 
the few farmers and fiſhermen who dwell upon the coaſt, and to 
the inhabitants of the Mullet; a peninſula, which is ſaid to be 


fertile, pleaſant, and well inhabited 4. 


Among the mountains that cover Moriſt, Croagh-patrick (or 
Crowpatrick) claims the pre-eminence, the conick ſummit of 
which is diſtinguiſhed at a vaſt diſtance, riſing 2,666 || feet

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above the level of the ſea, and being generally eſteemed the higheſt 
mountain in Ireland. * Mount Nephin, though little inferior to it 
in height and ſublimity, being 2,640 feet high, is of a very different 
character: for it ſtands almoſt inſulated, and appears rounded on 
all ſides and at top, like a huge rath or barrow. 

There are, in the flat country, that borders upon the lakes of Maſh 
and Carrab, many miles of rocky ground, which, at a diſtance, 
appear like one immenſe ſheet of white ſtone. But upon a nearer 
inſpection of theſe fingular rocks, they are perceived to ſtand in 
parrallel lines, from one to three feet, above the ſurface, like flag- 
ſtones pitched in the ground upon their edges; and, however 
they may vary in ſhape, ſize, and diſtance, they are all calcare- 
ous, and have all the ſame direction. Fiſſures of a great depth 
are found in ſome of the narroweſt interſtices : but in general, the 
verdure between them 1s beautiful, and the paſture excellent for 
ſheep. Large caverns and ſubterraneous waters are alſo frequent 
in this part of the country, eſpecially near Conc. At the back of 
that ſmall village, a very broad river ruſhes at once from beneath 
a gently floping bank, and after a rapid courſe of about a mile, loſes 
itſelf in Lough Corrib. It is ſuppoſed to be the outlet of a ſub- 
terraneous channel, through which the ſuperfluous waters of 
Lough Maſt and Lough Carrab are diſcharged into Corrib. This 
rocky part of Mayo abounds alſo with Turlachs, as they are cal- 
led in Iriſh. Theſe are plains, ſome of them very extenſive, 
which having no viſible communication with any brooks or rivers, 
in the winter are covered with water, and become in the ſummer 
a rich and firm paſturage, the waters riſing and retiring through 
rocky clefts in the bottoms. 

There are many fine lakes in this county. Lough Conn at the: 
foot of Mount Nephin is nine miles long: Lough Mas is 
longer by two miles, and conſiderably broader. 


At the top of this pinnacle, is a very large and remarkable Cairn. 
There 
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There are many noble harbours on the coaſt of Mayo: K/- 
Jalla Bay, at the mouth of the river Moy, Broadhaven and Black- 
ſod Bay, between the Mullet and the main, are much larger, but 
ſill leſs frequented. C/ewbay, ſheltered on the north and ſouth 
by the mountains of Burriſhoole and Moriſk, and defended from 
the weſtern ſtorms by the high and rocky Iſle of Clare, affords a 
deep and ſafe anchorage among the innumerable iſlands that 
adorn the bottom of this magnificent haven, At the Killerier, 
a large bay and an excellent harbour ſhelter, in the fiſhing 
ſeaſon, a vaſt number of herring buſſes, which rendezvous 
there, from all parts of Galway and Mayo. 

To this county belong the great iſland of Acbil, and the ſmall 
ones of Achil-beg, Anagh, Inis-turk, Cahir, Iniſtegil, &c. 

CASTLEBAR, the ſhire town, and the moſt conſiderable in 
Mayo, has been very much enlarged within a few years, and is 
{till increaſing in ſize and opulence, by the judicious encourage- 
ment which Lord Lucan gives to the linen manufacture, and to 
other trades. BaLLINROBE, which is much ſmaller, is alſo in a 
proſperous ſtate. NeEwrorT-PrRATT, is a ſmall ſea- port near 
the mouth of a fine river, at the north-eaſt of Ceubay. WEST. 
PORT on a beautiful bay, wooded to the water's edge, in the 
ſouth-caſt angle of the ſame great haven, is a ſmall new town, 
neatly built, and daily improving, under the auſpices of Lord Al- 
tamont. KILLALLA, though a biſhop's ſee, and ſituated on a 
fine harbour, is but a poor town. FoxFoRD is alſo a wretched 
place. BALLINA being connected with Ardnaree, in the county 
of Sligo, by a bridge over the Moy, they form but one town, 
which is neat and thriving, and has a briſk market for linen every 
week.—'There are in this county ſeveral other ſmall towns or 
villages, ſuch as HoLLyMounT, KILMAIN, Mayo, BALLY- 
HAUNIS, MANILLA, BALLAGH, BALLCARRA, &c. 

In the lakes of this county there are, beſides abundance of large 
trout, ſalmon, and other kinds of fiſh, a ſpecies of trout, called 


the 
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the Gilleroe, whoſe ſtomach has the appearance and conſiſtency of 
a gizzard: the fiſh is excellent, and this gigzard is eſteemed a 
great delicacy. At Turlogh, in the barony of Carragh, there is a 
quarry of beautiful marble, as black as jet, and free from any 
mixture of white or grey, but as yet very little worked. 

Large as this county is, four members only are deputed to. 
parliament by the County and the town of Caſtlebar, 


Obſervations on the Old Maps. 


The whole coaſt is incorrectly drawn in the old maps, parti- 
cularly the Kz//ery harbour; of which the form is very erroneous, 
and the name omitted. C/ewbay is not accurate, and Clare Iſland 
is miſplaced: ſo is Achi/beg, which they name Kildanat. The 
peninſula of Coraan is ſeparated from the main land and made 
an iſland, and with Acbil, which is very ill-ſhaped, is called Achil 
Lande. The ifles of Iuiſtea are omitted - Blacł-Sod Bay is called 
Black Harbour, and Bl/ack-Sod Point Saddle Head Lough Conn 
is ill-ſhaped, and Lough Cullin omitted. The courſe of the 
river at Ballinrobe is wrong The mountain of Nephin is ill re- 
preſented, and Crowparrick is too far from the ſhore. Jefferys 
places the town of Newport at the ſouth, inſtead of the north 
angle of Cleubay, and ſubſtitutes for it the imaginary one of 
Broca—The barony of Moriſe is erroneouſly called Foyces Country, 
which is in the county of Galway—The ſmall village of Dun- 
keehan they call Sargala, and omit thoſe of Portachloe, Inver, 
Letttkeen, C lare, Manilla, &c. 


GALWAY. 


This great county, the ſecond in ſize, but the laſt in popula- 
tion of the thirty-two, lies immediately ſouth of Mayo, and ex- 
tends- 
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1 tends 43 miles from N. to S. and 76 from E. to W.; containing 
_ 989,950 acres, which make 1,546 ſquare miles “. 
14 It is divided into % teen baronies, excluſive of the Liberties of 
| Garway, and contains 116 4 pariſhes, and 28 churches. 

| Of the pariſhes, 49, in which are 11 churches, are under the 
| archbiſhop of Tuam; 37, with g churches, in the. biſhopric of 

| Clonfert ; and 20, with 4 churches, in that of K:/macduagh ; 8 
pariſhes, and 3 churches, are in the dioceſe of Ephin ; and two 
pariſhes, with a church, in Killaloe. The 17 baronies are, 
CLaRE, DowNAMORE, Half BALLIMOE, KILLIHAN, TIA- 
QUIN, ATHENRY, KILLCONNEL, CLONMACOW, LONGFORD, 
LETRIM, LoUGHREA, KILTARTAN, and DUNKELLIN. 

The number of houſes in the county of GaLway is 28,212, 
which may contain about 142,000 ſouls f. On an average of the 
whole county, there are 35 acres to a houſe, and but 18.24 houſes 
to a ſquare mile. This very ſcanty population may be in ſome 
meaſure accounted for, by the rude ſtate of the three baronies on 
the weſt of Lough Corrib, which amount to a third part of the 
county; as they contain about 341,600 acres : the lake itſelf 
covers 31, 300. The extenſive country on this fide of the lake is 
flat; with the exception of a few fertile hills of no great height, 
and ſome low mountains on the borders of C/are. The ſoil is 
warm and fertile, covering, at no great depth, a ſtratum of lime- 
ſtone rock, which in the baronies of Dunk:l/en and Kiltartan, 
and in many other places, riſes ſo thick above the ſurface as to 
render thoſe parts unfit for tillage, though they are excellent

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for paſture. Few ditches are to be ſeen in this county, the fields 
being chiefly incloſed with dry ſtone walls *, which gives the 
country a dreary aſpect. 

The weſtern part of the county is of quite a different character 
from the reſt. The barony of MoycuLLin, which is alſo called 
IaRCONNAUGHT, contains ſome good land, on the ſea coaſt and 
along the beautiful ſhore of Lough Corrib. But the heart of this 
barony is an aſſemblage of unreclaimable rock and mountain; and 
beyond Ougbterard, Mount Leam ſtands very high above the lake. 
The rocks at Ougbterard, and in the bed of the river Fuogh, of which 
there are immenſe maſſes, are all a black and white marble, equal 
at leaſt in beauty with that of Kilkenny ; yet there is ſeldom em- 
ployment for more than one ſolitary artiſt, in working up a few 
chimney-pieces. Lough Corrib ſomewhat reſembles Lough Erne 
in its form, and extends 20 miles in length, being 11 wide in the 
broadeſt part: in the middle it is contracted to a ſmall channel, 
which is croſſed by a ferry at Knock t. There is a freſh-water 
muſcle in this lake that produces pearls ; of which I have ſeen 
ſome very fine ſpecimens. The large barony of BALLINAHINCH, 
which is better known by the name of CoNNAMARA, abounds 
with fine harbours, but is alſo extremely mountainous. The hills 
of Ourred and Caſhel are very high, and the vaſt ridge called Bean- 
nabeola, or the Twelve Pins, which is a well-known ſea-mark, 
conſiſts of almoſt perpendicular rocks. At the foot of this ridge, 
cloſe to the little village of Ballinahinch, a charming lake ſpreads 
itſelf for ſome miles; and on the river which runs from it into 
Roundflone Bay there is a great ſalmon fiſhery. - On the ſides of 
hills, and in the valleys, which are watered by rivers and ſmall 
Iakes, and ſheltered in ſome places by the venerable remains of 


The ſame fences prevail in a great part of Ro/commoz, of Mayo and of Clare.

N ancient 
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| | ancient woods, the ſoil is moſtly inclined to a black bog ; but 
14 gravel, ſand, or rock, lie at no greater depth than from one to 
FI three feet below the ſurface. Great quantities of ep are made 
1 all along the coaſt, and by manuring with ſea wreck, the land is 
rendered very productive to the ſcattered families that inhabit it, 
who are all little farmers, and hardy fiſhermen. The northern 
part of BALLINAHINCH, and the barony of Ross, are called 
Joyces CounTRy, and inhabited chiefly by a clan of that 
name. R is alſo extremely rough; Mamtraſua, on the bor- 
| ders of Mayo, is very high, and Ben-Levagh, at the north-weſt 
I angle of Lough Corrib, is a ſtupendous mountain. Yet the 
| 1 borders of the lake, the ſhore of the Killeries, and the valley 
Fi! through which the river Bea/nabrack runs, are pretty well peopled, 
| and the ſoil ſuch as would amply repay the pains and expence of 
1 good cultivation. 
|| 

| 


This county, which reaches from the fea to the Shannon, is 
well watered by rivers and lakes: ſeveral of the rivers are, in 
part of their courſe, ſubterraneous. The Black-Rrver, on the 
bounds of Mayo, dips for about three miles near the village 
of SHRULE. The Clare and the Moyne unite their waters under- 
ground, alternately appearing and retiring from view, in the 
Turlachmore ; which in winter forms a lake, and in ſummer a 
beautiful and ſound ſheep-walk, upwards of ſix miles in length, 
and two in breadth. Near GorT there are a vaſt number of 
theſe Swallows ; in which ſome part of almoſt every river and 
brook in the neighbourhood is ingulphed. The river Gurt- 
namakin dips ſeveral times, and after a concealed courfe of two 
miles, riſes on the beach below high-water mark, and diſcharges 
itſelf among the rocks in the bay of Kinvarra. Lough Rea is 
a fine piece of water, and Lough Coutra, near the borders of 


Clare, is ſaid to poſſeſs all the beauties that hills, woods and 
iſlands can impart to water. 


The 
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The maritime advantages of this county muſt not be omitted. 
The vaſt bay of Ga/way is ſheltered at the entrance by the hee 
ſouthern iſles of ARRan*. The ſound between theſe iflands is a 
ſafe road ; and a number of inlets on the coaſt, as well as the 
harbour of Galway, are ſufficiently deep for the reception of 
merchant ſhips ; but are more frequented by coaſters and fiſhing- 
boats than by veſſels in the foreign trade. The indented ſhores 
of Connamara abound in well-ſheltered havens—thoſe of KAI. 
kerran, Birterbuy, Roundlone, and Ballinakill, are the largeſt ; and 
the Killeries are at the northern extremity of this diſtrict. 

The town of GALwar is ſituated on the broad and ſtony river, 
by which Lough Corrib empties itſelf into the ſea. It does not cover 
a very large ſpace, but being very compact, and having little 
waſte ground within its ancient and mouldering walls, it con- 
tains a great number of inhabitants. They may be eſtimated at 
12,000, though there are but 950 houſes ; for the greater part of 
this ancient town conſiſts of ſquare edifices, at leaſt two hundred 
years old, with each a ſmall court in the centre. Several diſtinct 
families occupy theſe large houſes ; an arched way leading from 
the ſtreet to the court, with a ſtone ſtair-caſe on each ſide. Gar- 
WAY was formerly the moſt commercial town in Ireland ; but the 
ſpirit of enterpriſe has long ſince forſaken this once celebrated mart. 
The collegiate church, of which the conſtitution and privileges 
are unique in Ireland, is very large. There are three barracks 
in Galway, which are uſually garriſoned by two or three regi- 
meats of infantry. Tu, though an archiepiſcopal ſee, is but 
a very poor city. LouGHREA, on a lake of the ſame name, is 
large and populous. At ATHENRY, within an extenſive circuit 
of dilapidated walls, and their ruinous towers, the remains of 
caſtles and abbies, that are intermixed with the cottages of a now

N 2 ſmall 
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ſmall village, preſent a monument of its former conſequence. It 
is remarkable, that old caſtles are more frequent in this county than 
in any other part of Ireland, BALLIxASLOE, on the weſt fide 
of the river Suck (which is ſo far navigable), though not ſo large 
as ſome others, is one of the moſt thriving towns in the county ; 
and celebrated for a great wool fair in ſummer, and a cattle fair 
in October, in which ten thouſand oxen and a hundred thouſand 
ſheep are annually ſold, from the paſtures of Clare and Mayo, and 
of this great breeding County. The town of EyreEcourT, and 
the villages of DNMORE, BALLIMOE, DUNAMON, HEADFORT, 
Monivea, CasTLE-BLAKENEY, &c. &c. are of little note. 
Eight repreſentatives are deputed to Parliament by the County, 
the town of Ga/way, the city of Tuam, and the dilapidated bo- 


rough of Athenty. 


Obſervations on the Old Maps. 


The omiſſion of the Killeries has been already noticed: but 
the whole coaſt of Connemara and Tarconnaught is inaccurate, and 
the names of thoſe two diſtricts confounded. The river Bealna- 
brack is made to flow into Round/fone Bay, and afford a ſecond 
outlet to Lough Corrib, inſtead of carrying into it a large ſupply 
of water. In Jeffereys' map there appears no communication 
between the waters of the lake and the bay of Galway ; and 
Oughterrard is placed about ten miles N. W. of its true poſition. 
Indeed, the repreſentation of theſe three weſtern baronies is 
quite erroneous in all the old maps. The iſles of Arran are 
placed too near the coaſt of Clare, and miſcalled. Tnis-Bojin 
is twelve miles from its true ſituation, The boundary between 
the baronies of Dunkillen and Loughrea is incorrect; and the 
river which iſſues from Lough Rea is made to run on the wrong 
fide of the town. The courſe of the Moyne is alſo inaccurate ; 
and the Tuyr/ach-more, with another turlach near Headford, are 

repre- 
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repreſented as permanent lakes. Many non-exiſting villages are 
marked, even in Connamara and Jarconnaught, where there are 
only Bunowen and Spiddal, and theſe two are omitted—as are alſo, 
in the eaſtern baronies, the villages of Athlaggin, Mount-Bellew, 
Teinagh, Tobarfudder, Kinvarra, and Claran Bridge. Oranmore 1s 
miſplaced *. 


PROVINCE or MUNSTER. 


MUNSTER compriſes /i counties, 61 baronies, and 816 
pariſhes. There are 3,377,150 acres, or 5,275 ſquare miles 4, 
and 184,546 houſes, in this province ; which numbers, reduced 
to an average, will give 18.3 acres to a houſe, and 34.97 houſes 
in a ſquare mile. 


CLARE. 


This County, which was anciently a part of MUNSTER under 
the name of Thomond, was added to CONNAUGHT in the reign of 
Elizabeth ; but though it ſtill continues in the Connaught circuit, 
it has long been reſtored to the ſouthern province. Bounded on

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the eaſt and ſouth by the Shannon, and on the north-weſt by the 
Allantic Ocean, it adjoins to the ſouth of Galway; and extends 
from N. to S. 33, and from E. to W. 52 miles; forming an area 
of 476, 200 acres, or 744 ſquare miles k. | 

It is divided into ꝙ baronies, and 79 pariſhes Þ, and contains 19 
churches. Of theſe, 57 pariſhes and 15 churches are in the 
dioceſe of Killaloe; 19 pariſhes and 3 churches in the biſhopric 
of Kilnefora; and 3 pariſhes, with one church, in that of Lime— 
rick. The baronies are, RuRRIN, CoRcOMROE, INCHIQUIN, 
IB RICKAN, MoyFERTA, CLANDERLAGH, ISLANDS, BUN- 
RATTY, and TuLLaGH. They compriſe 17,396 houſes, and 
about 96, ooo ſouls . This population is at the rate of 27.3 acres 
to a houſe, and 23.38 houſes to a ſquare mile. 
| The baronies of Burrin and Corcomroe are exceedingly rocky ; ; 
but ſuch is the luxuriance of the paſturage interſperſed among 
the rocks, that theſe ſeemingly barren hills ſupport a great num- 
ber of cattle, and very large flocks of ſheep. There are many 
tracts of mountain in this county ; but the more level grounds 
are very fertile, and product ive of corn and hay. In the rougher 
parts, a great number of excellent horſes are bred, which ren- 
ders Ardſallis, in the barony of Burrin, one of the principal horſe 
fairs in Ireland. 

The river Shannon is from one to five miles broad between this 
county and that of Kerry; and the Fergus, which is the principal 
river that riſes in Clare, forms a large eſtuary full of iſlands, at 
its junction with the Shannon. This river, and ſeveral others, 
dip underground in ſome part of their courſe. Here are alſo 


In Engliſh meaſure, 42 miles from N. to S. and 66 from E. to W. The area 765,042 
acres, or 1195 ſquare miles.

where, as I am informed, the waters iſſue, frequently more than 
once a year, from a ſpacious cave, and deluge the adjacent flats. 

EN NIS, the county town, is large and populous, and has the 
advantage of a ſmall port at CLARE, which is ſituated a few 
miles lower on the Fergus ; the tide bringing up large boats from 
thence to Ennis. Except this town, and a conſiderable ſuburb to 
the city of Limerick, which ſtands in the county of Clare, it can 
boaſt no towns of note. CoRROFIN, INISTYMON, SIXMILE 
BriDGE, are ſmall; as is alſo KILLALOE upon the Shannon, 
a place of great antiquity, and the fee of a biſhop. A great 
rock near this town, and a ledge of rocks lower down in the 
Shannon, impeding the navigation to Limerick, canals have 
been cut for the purpoſe of getting boats and lighters up the 
river, which is navigable from hence to Lough Allen, with the 
interruption of a very few ſhallows ; at moſt of which cuts * have 
been made. Killaloe is connected by a bridge with the village 
of Ballina in Tipperary. Juſt above this town the Shannen con- 
tracts itſelf to the dimenſions of a river, after having, for 16 
miles, expanded its waters to a very conſiderable breadth, under 
the name of Lough Deirgeart. 

The celebrated Ogham infcription, which was diſcovered on 
the mountain of Callan in 1784 F, with ſeveral other Druidical 
remains, and the many rare plants which are produced in the 
mountainous and ſtony parts of this county, render it equally 
intereſting to the antiquary as to the botaniſt. 

Four members of parliament are elected by the county of 
Clare, and the borough of Eunis.

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This county is ſo thickly inhabited, as to exceed moſt of the 
counties of Leinſter in population; for, eſtimating it at the rate 
of 54 * ſouls to a houſe in the county, and 84 in the city of 
Limerick, we ſhall find 170, ooo inhabitants, in the 28, 748 houſes 
which this county contains: and this is in the average pro- 
portion of 47.59 houſes to a ſquare mile, and of 13. 4 acres to a 
houſe. 

The ſoil of Limerick is extremely good for tillage, and very 
productive of graſs; eſpecially thoſe grounds which are called the 
Corcachs +, whoſe ' fertility is proverbial, and is cauſed by the 
rich manure which is annually depoſited by the overflowings of 
the Shannon. The heavieſt and fatteſt beaſts that are ſlaughtered 
at Cork are fed in this county; much butter is exported from it; 
the orchards produce a very fine TO and it is by no means 
deſtitute of trees and plantations. 


This county, though diverſified by "IT hills, is not at all 


mountainous ; except on the ſouth-eaſt, where it is bounded by 
the Galtees, a ridge of formidable mountains that extends into 
Tipperary ; and on the borders of Kerry, where it grows uneven, 
and forms a grand amphitheatre of low but ſteep mountains, 
which extends in.a wide curve from I oghi/ to Drumcollober. In 
the firſt of theſe riſes the river Marg, which eroſſes the county 


and falls into the Shannon ; as do many fine ſtreams, by which it is 


plentifully watered. In the weſtern hills are the ſources of the 
Feale and the Gale, which run weſtward through Kerry ; and of the 
Blackwater, which flows in a contrary direction rough the 
county of Cork.

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Shannon, which brings up to its keys ſhips of five hundred 


tons. The ancient part of the town is built in a large iſland 
which lies cloſe to the eaſtern ſhore; and while it continued 
a fortified place, was eſteemed the ſtrongeſt in Ireland. It has 
been diſmantled about 30 years, and has increaſed prodigiouſſy 
within that period, by the addition of handſome ſtreets and quays : 
its commerce has kept pace with its ſize, and great quantities of 
beef and other proviſions are now exported from Limerick, which 
were formerly ſent from this county to the port of Cork. As 
the number of houſes in this city was 4866 in the year 1788, 
they may be fairly eſtimated at 4900 by this time, and the in- 
habitants at upwards of forty thouſand. 

There are ſeveral ſmall towns and good villages. in this 
county, of which RaTHKEAL is generally eſteemed the largeſt 
KILMALLOCK was two centuries ago one of the beſt built inland 
towns in the kingdom. The walls of many large houſes evi- 
dently of a date, of excellent workmanſhip, and all of cut 
ſtone, remain at this day; and the ruins of churches and monaſ- 
teries, the walls and gates of the town, with the extenſive diſtrict 
contained in the liberty of Kilmallock, prove the former ſplendour 
of a town, which is now no more than a miſerable village. 
At CasTLE-CONNEL, on the Shannon, about 6 miles north of 
Limerick, there is a chalibeate ſpring, which has been found to 
poſſeſs the ſame qualities as the Poyhon at Spa. It is much fre- 
quented in ſummer, the ſituation of the village being delightful, 
and the accommodation tolerably good. 

Eight members are deputed to parliament from the County, 


the city of Limerick, and the boroughs of Afteaton and K7l- 
mallock.

It is divided into the eight baronies of IRacnuTIconNoR, 
CLANMAURICE, TRUAGHNACMY, CoRCAGUINNY, MAG u- 
NIHV, GLANEROUGHT, DUNKERRON, and I'vERAGH, and con- 
tains 83 pariſhes and 20 churches; all in the dioceſe of Ardfert 
and Aghadoe. | 

The population of this county is, after Galway, the thinneſt 
in Ireland; the number of houſes being only 19,395, which is 
at the rate of 33.4 acres to a houſe, and of no more than 19.16

It is not ſurpriſing, that this county ſhould be thinly inhabited : 
barren: mountains, and almoſt inacceſſible rocks, render a large 
portion of it unfit for habitation, and incapable of culture. 
Even the northern baronies, in which there is much good land, 
with few mountains, are far from level; and the chearful aſpect of 
cultivated fields and fine paſtures is frequently. interrupted by 
bleak and ſtony hills; while tracts of bog interſect the narrow 
plain that extends from Caſtlemain harbour to the borders of the 
county of. Cork Þ, between the Mang and the Fee. Grazing is 
more attended to than tillage, and this part of Kerry ſupplies 
many fat beaſts of good ſize, and great numbers of ſtore cat- 
tle: but the native breed of the country is extremely ſmall, yet 
remarkably good for the pail, reſembling the Alderney cow 
both in ſize and character; butter is conſequently a conſiderable 
article among the exparts of Kerry. The barony of Corca- 
guinny forms a peninſula between the bays of Dingle and 
Tralee, and terminates at Dunmore. Head, the moſt weſtern 
point of Ireland and of Europe. It is full of mountains, but 
the high promontory of Sr. Brandon is eminent above the 
reſt, and the mountain of Cabirconree ſtands acroſs the iſthmus. 
Among the rough and high hills in the. barony of Iveragh, and 
the ſouthern part of Dunkterron, ſome pleaſant vallies and im- 
proveable grounds are interſperſed ; and in the iſland of Valentia 
there are more inhabitants, and a better culture, than could be 
expected in ſo remote a ſpot.

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Cork by an immenſe and almoſt impaſſable ridge of rocky moun- 
tain ; over which there is but one paſs, and that very difficult, called 
the Prieſts-leap: but the loftieſt mountains in this county ſtand 
in a huge aſſemblage on the weſt and ſouth of Killarney, half 
encompaſling the lower, and entirely ſurrounding the upper. lake. 
Of theſe, Mangerton is generally eſteemed the higheſt, being 
2500 feet above the ſea ;. but it is doubted,. whether. the craggy 
ſummits of Macgillycuddy s Reeks do not ſurpaſs it in altitude. In 
this deſolate tract there are large. herds of red deer, and abundance 
of game.. 

Of all the Iriſh. lakes, Lough Lane, near the town of Killarney, 
is deſervedly the moſt celebrated for pictureſque beauty. In the 
lower and larger lake, the pleaſing and the ſublime are moſt hap- 
pily combined; the upper lake reflects a more ſolemn grandeur 
from the ſtupendous crags with which it is encircled: but the 
proſpects in both are infinitely diverſified. The ſeveral iſlands, 
the white rocks of Mucruſs, the groves of Arbutus, the venera- 
ble woods, the variety of waterfalls, and the impending _cliffs— 
are ſeparately as delightful and intereſting, as their aſſemblage is. 
eminently grand and magnificent. There is alſo a ſmall lake in 
Glanerought, about ten miles from Nedeen, called Lough Cloney, 
which is ſaid to poſſeſs all the charms of Killarney in miniature.. 
Many fine rivers water this county.—The Caſhin, which 1s formed 
by the union of the Feale and the Gale, is navigable. for eight or 


ten miles—The Lane flows out of the lake of. Killarney, which

River 
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Rrver is a frith or eſtuary, which extends twenty miles in length, 
and widens to a breadth of three, and is one of the moſt ſecure and 
capacious havens in Europe; but it has been little frequented 
ſince the Pilchards, for which there was formerly a ſucceſsful 
fiſhery, have forſaken that coaſt. NRDEEN, or KENMARE Town, 
notwithſtanding its cotton manufactory, and its advantageous 
fituation, at the mouth of the Royghy, is but a poor vil- 
lage. 

ARDFERT, or ARDART, is alſo very ſmall ; though, by being 
the ſee of a biſhop, and ſending members to parliament, it comes 
within the definition of a cih. The round tower, which had 
ſtood there for ages, fell a few years ago, tumbling at one craſh 
into a heap of ruins. 

TRALEE, the county town, is pretty 1 it there is a 
chalibeate ſpring, which is drank medicinally, with good ſucceſs. 
K1LLARNEY is ſmaller, but in a very improving ſtate ; not ſs 
much owing to the great concourſe of viſitants, whom the beau- 
ties of the lake attract, as to the judicious attention of the re- 
ſpectable proprietor, Lord Kenmare, and to the encouragement 
which he gives to the extenſion of the linen manufacture through 
that neighbourhood. MILLTOWN, which was a ſmall village 
but a few years ſince, promiſes to become a good market- town by 
the exertions of Sir William Godfrey, and the convenience of 
water carriage; the tide bringing up ſloops from the Mang very 
near this town. DIN GLE, or Dingle-i-couch, was once of great 
note and of good commerce; and though the town ſhews at preſent 
ſome evident marks of decay, yet it ſtill preſerves ſome little 
trade, and exports butter, beef, corn, and even linen. 

Near this town, in the caves on the ſea ſhore, there is 
an abundance of very clear and hard cryſtals: and ſome ame- 
thyſts of great beauty and luſtre are found about Kerry Head 
Pearls have alſo been taken out of the lake of Killarney, There 


5 are 
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are in ſeveral parts of the county marble and ſlate quarries; and it is 
not deſtitute of coal-mines, but the abundance and cheapneſs of turf 
or peat, render them uſeleſs. Several mines of copper, lead, and 
iron, were formerly worked to good effect, and furnaces were eſta- 
bliſhed, while timber was plenty; but now that the country is 
completely cleared of wood, they are neglected. The cider of 
Kerry, which is made of the eackigay apple, is highly prized, and 
brings a great price; yet orchards are not very numerous, and 
that valuable fruit, with another excellent apple, the Kerry pippin, 
are little propagated, and difficult to be procured. 

Eight members are deputed to parliament by the county of 
Kerry, by Tralee, Ardfert, and Dingle.

ten thouſand acres, Thoſe maps repreſent the harbour of Ca/t/e- 
main too large, and are incorrect as to both the form and poſition 
of the Blaſtet or Ferriter Iſlands, and of the Selige. They omit 
the villages of Galey, Killurry, Smerwick, and Ti-vourney-geraan, 
near Dunmore Head, of as much celebrity in the weſt of Ireland 
as John a-Groats houſe in the north of Scotland.

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CORK. 


Eaſtward from Kerry, the county. of Cork ſtretches 78 miles, 
extending from N. to S. 56. It is the largeſt county in Ireland ; 

containing 1,048,800 acres, or r638 ſquare miles“ 

It comprehends 16 baronies—DunaLLow, Dies AND 
KILMORE, FERMOY, CONDONS AND -CLANGIBBON, KILLNA“ 
TALLOON, IMOKILLY, 'BARRYMORE, BARRETS, MUSKERRY, 
KINALMEAKY, KINALEA AND KERRYCURRIHY, COURCEYS, 
BARRYROE, IBAWNE, CARBERY, and BEAR AND BANTRY; 
to which muſt be added four peculiar diſtricts. The county of the 
city of Cokk, and the /iberties of YouGHAL, KINSALE, and 
MarLLow, 

This county is divided into F 269 pariſhes, in which there are 
nog churches; the dioceſe of Cork, compriſing 94 pariſhes and 41 
.churches, and that of R/ 33 pariſhes and 12 churches. The 
biſhopric of Cloyne contains 137 pariſhes and 51.churches ; and 
5 pariſhes with one church, belongs to the ſee of Ardfert. | 

The population of this county is conſiderable, it contains 
76, 739 f houſes, of which about 8 100 F are in the city of Cork. 
The average of the whole gives 46.85 houſes to a ſquare mile, 
and 13.65 acres to a houſe. The number .of inhabitants in the 
city muſt be near 73,000, and in the reſt of the county about 
343, ooo, making in all 416,000 ſouls |.

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In ſo large a diſtri there muſt be a great variety of ſoil. It 
contains more good land than bad, and ſome parts of the county 
are highly cultivated. 

The barony of Bear and Bantry which is covered with moun- 
tains, and the weſtern parts of Carberry and Muſterry, in which 
are the Sheeby mountains, are the pooreſt and the leaſt improved. 

The whole county is hilly, and, a few places excepted, very 
deſtitute of trees. The Galtees and the Waterford mountains 
bound it on the north-weſt. The Nagle mountains and the Bogra, 
which run weſtward through the heart of the county, are a part 
of that range which is continued, with few interruptions, from 
Helwick Head in Waterford, acroſs the counties of Cork and 
Kerry to the ocean; and on the north of this ridge lies the 
narrow plain, which extends from the bounds of Tipperary to 
Dinglebay. 

The county of Cork abounds in fine rivers and good harbours. 
The Blackwater riſes in the mountains between Limerick and 
Kerry, and flows eaſtward through this county, receiving 
the Funcheon, the Bride, and many ſmaller ſtreams, in a courſe 
of eighty miles. It is navigable to Cappoguin, in Waterford, 
where it turns to the ſouthward, and diſembogues itſelf in the 
harbour of Youghall. The Lee iſſues from a lake on the weſt 
of Inchigeela, and paſſing through the city of Cork, in a broad 
and deep channel, contributes eſpecially to the wealth and proſ- 
perity of that great commercial town. The Bandon is another fine 
river, which after watering the large and thriving town of Bandon 
Bridge, and the neat village of In;/honan, falls into the harbour of 
Kinſale: it is navigable for large ſloops as far as Iniſbonan, between 
the moſt beautiful wooded and winding banks. The whole coaſt 
of Cox is broken into creeks and bays. T he town and harbour of 
CRrRook-HAVEN, near M7izen-head, the ſouth-weſt point of Ireland, 


are very well known. Bantry-bay which lies a little to the north of 
P this 
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this cape is atleaſt twenty miles long, and from three to five broad ; 
every where deep, ſheltered, and free from rocks. But the town 
of BAN TRV, though at the bottom of this noble bay, is little 
benefited by its ſituation, ſince the pilchard fiſhery * is now loſt. 
Ships of war and merchantmen often put into Bear-haven, near 
the mouth of this bay ; but the village of Caſtletoum affords them 
few reſources, and no accommodation. At Adragool, in this bay, 
there is a cataract of prodigious height, which is diſtinctly ſeen 
from Bantry, above ten miles acroſs the bay. 

KINSALE is well known to poſſeſs an excellent and important 
harbour, though a bar prevents large men of war from coming 
into the baſon cloſe to the town; in this port alone there is a 
dock with ſtores for the uſe of king's ſhips. 'The entrance of the 
harbour is defended by a fort, which, having been conſtructed in 
the reign of Charles II. is called Charlesfor?, and in which there 
is always a good garriſon. The town which contains at leaſt 
10,000 Þ inhabitants is built on the fide of Compas-Hill, and cloſe 
to the water's edge. 'The broad ſummit of this hill would be the 
moſt commanding and advantageous ſituation in Ireland, for a for- 
tified town or citadel, 

The harbour of Cork is ſo formed, as to contain an immenſe 
number of ſhips, in complete ſecurity. And the banks of it, 
being adorned with villas and plantations, prefent a moſt agreeable 
and chearful landſcape. Veſſels of 120 tons go up to the 
city quays, but the large ſhips lie at Paſſage, a few miles lower 
down: the mouth of the harbour is protected by Carlife fort, 
the date of whoſe conſtruction is pointed out by the name. This 
city is the great mart of the South of Ireland. The principal arti- 
cles of its export trade are beef and butter: upwards of jy

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thouſand barrels of the former, and about /even 1hou/and tons of 
butter were exported in the courſe of laſt year; they export alfo 


a great quantity of corn, and ſome linen. Youghat is ſituated at 


the eaſtern extremity of the county, on the mouth of the Blacł- 
water, and contains about 47000 inhabitants; among whom ſe- 
veral genteel families are permanent, excluſive of a great reſort of 
bathers in the ſummer feafon. The port is commonly full of veſ- 
fels engaged in the coafting trade. 

Of the inland towns, MaLLow is the moſt conſiderable; it is 
ſituated on the ſame river, forty miles higher up, and very much 
frequented, on account of a foft and tepid ſpring, of the fame na- 
ture and efficacy as the Hotwells of Briſtol. 

CLovxx, though the refidence of the biſhop, is of little conſe- 
quence; and Ross is ſtill fmaller—But to enumerate all the towns 
and principal villages of this extenſive county would exceed my 
bounds. . MiTCHELSTOWN however claims a particular notice, 
both for the elegance and regularity of its buildings, and on ac- 
count of a college, founded a few years ago by the late lord 
Kingſton, for twenty-eight decayed gentlemen or ladies, who re- 
ceive 401. a year each, and have a neat houſe and garden. The 
college is a handſome range of regular buildings, with a chapel in 
the centre, forming one fide of a large ſquare. There is alſo a 
good houſe, with a ſalary of 1001. a year for the chaplain. 

At Dromagh and Dromanagh, in the barony of Duhallow, there 
are coal-pits ; iron. is. alfo raiſed, and there are ſome furnaces in 
this county. Much linen is wove about the Iniſbonan and Dun- 
manaway ; cotton and other manufactures have been eſtabliſhed at 
Blarney, and coarſe woollens are made in ſeveral parts of the 
county. Of the many iſlands appertaining to this county, the moſt 
noted is Clare-iſland, the ſouthern point of which is well known 
to mariners by the name of CAPE CLEAR, but which ought ra- 
ther to be written Cape Clare. 

This county and its towns are repreſented in parliament by 26

WATERFORD. 


This maritime county, which is fituated at the eaſt of Cork, 
extends from E. to W. 40 miles, and from N. to S. 23; and 
contains 262,800 acres, or 410 ſquare miles &. 

It compriſes the //berry or county of the city of WATERFORD, 
and the /even baronies of CosHMORE AND CosnBRIDE, Decites 
within Drum, DECIES without Drum, GLANEHIR, UrPER 
THIRD, MIDDLE THIRD, and GUALTIERE: which contain 74 + 
pariſhes and 21 churches ; 34 pariſhes and 8 churches lying in

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the biſhopric of Waterford ; and 40 pariſhes with 13 churches in 
the dioceſe of Liſinore. There are 18,796 houſes, and at leaſt 
110,000 * inhabitants in the county of Waterford. And the 
average of the whole county, including the city, is at the rate of 
45.84 houſes to a ſquare mile, and x 3.98 acres to a houſe . Very 
little of this county is level; but in the ſouth and eaſt, the ſoil 
though hilly is rich and productive. A group of mountains 
overſpreads a conſiderable ſpace between Dungarvon to Clonmell, 
of which the higheſt range is called the Commeragh. Another 
ridge extends on the north of the Blackwater, to the borders of 
Cork and Tipperary, under the name of Knockmeledown. Theſe 
hills, however, except in a few deſolate and craggy ſpots, afford 
paſture to ſmall cows, which produce a great quantity of butter. 
Dairies are alſo very numerous in the more level grounds of 
of the county. 

The river Blackwater flows through the weſt of this county, 
into the bay of Youghal; and is navigable to Cappoguin. The 
gentle and majeſtic Suzr divides it from the counties of Tippe- 
rary and Kilkenny, running eaſt till joined by the Barrow ; 


when turning to the ſouth, they form an eſtuary nine miles long 


and two broad, which 1s the harbour of Waterford. 

The large and populous city of WATERFORD is well built, 
and contains about 35,000 ſouls. It ſtands on the ſouth ſide of 
the river Suir; which is embanked by a very noble quay, extend- 
ing the whole length of the town. Veſſels of great burthen can 
come up to this quay, but the largeſt ſhips generally lie a few 
miles lower down. A very flouriſhing commerce, with England 
and other countries, 1s the happy conſequence of ſuch a ſituation.

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The principal articles of export are beef, pork, butter, grain and 
linen. Packet-boats are alſo eſtabliſhed between this port and 


Milford-haven, for the convenience of the ſouth of Ireland. 

As there is no bridge acroſs the Suir below Carrick, the only 
communication with Leinſter is by a ferry, an inconvenience to 
which the great depth and breadth of the river has hitherto com- 
pelled the inhabitants to ſubmit. But it is hoped, that they will 
ſoon evince the ſame ſpirit as the citizens of Derry, and follow 
their example, with equal ſucceſs. 

At the ſmall village of Pass ad E, outward bound ſhips uſually 
wait for a wind. Near it ſtands the NEW-GENEVA, an elegant 
village regularly built, which was erected by government a few 
years fince, for the reception of the expatriated citizens of Geneva. 
But they having relinquiſhed the deſign of ſettling in Ireland, this 
place remains ſtill uninhabited. Almoſt oppoſite, on the Wex- 
ford ſhore, the fort of Du Nc AN NON protects the harbour of 
Waterford, by batteries of heavy cannon; the deep part of the 
channel running cloſe to the rock on which the fort is built. 
Hooktower, at the extremity of the narrow peninſula on the E. of 
the harbour, is uſed as a light-houſe. TRAMORE, a village ſix 
miles S. of Waterford, conſiſts of a number of neat houſes, 
ſituated on a fine ſtrand, at the edge of a ſhallow bay, and much 
reſorted to for ſea-bathing. 

DuNGARVAN is a good fiſhing-town on a ſmall harbour, and 
| enjoys a conſiderable ſhare of the coaſting trade. It is ſupplied 

with freſh water from the river Phinix, by an aqueduct of 
about ſix miles in length. TaLLow is a thriving town, the river 
Bride, which paſſes within half a mile of it, and falls into the 
Blackwater, being lo far navigable for large boats. On the ſouthern 
bank of the Blackwater ſtands LIs MoRE, in early times a conſi- 
derable city, now but a ſmall and dilapidated town. Here a no- 
ble bridge of one arch, ninety feet in the ſpan, has been lately 


thrown

thrown acroſs the river. For many miles round, the roads are 


lined with apple-trees, and the country covered with orchards. 
CarPPoquUIN and KILLMACTHOMAS are good villages. 


The county and city of Waterford, and the boroughs of Liſmore, 
Tallow, and Dungarvan, return ten members to parliament.

They add one mile to the length, and three miles to the breadth 
of the county. Tallow is placed on the Bride, and Li/more at ſome 
diſtance from the Blackwater. In ſome maps the mountains of

THE county of TI rr ERARVY * joins that of Waterford, and 
ſtretches northward 52 miles, terminating like a wedge, between 
Leinſter and Connaught. From E. to W. it meaſures 31 miles, 
and contains 554,950 acres, or 867 ſquare miles 7. 

T1iPPERARY comprehends the 12 baronies of IA and Orra, 
CLANWILLIAM, MIDDLETHIRD, SLEWARDAGH and CoMP- 
SEY, KILNEMANNA, KILLNALONGURTY, ELIOGURTY, IKE- 
RIN, ILEAGH, OWNEY AND ARRA, UPPER ORMOND, and 
Lower ORMOND ; which are divided into 186 J pariſhes, and 
compriſe 46 churches. Of theſe 94 . and 22 churches, 


The greateſt part of this county was a Palatinate in the Comond family, from 1328 to 
1716, when the juriſdiction was aboliſhed by act of parliament.

There may be about 169,000 inhabitants in this county, eſti- 
mating the population of go, 703 houſes at 54 ſouls “ per houſe. 
And the average proportion of houſes is 18.07 acres to a houſe, 
and 35.51 houſes in a ſquare mile. This is about the medium po- 
pulation of the whole province, but very ſcanty for ſo fine a coun- 
ty. For except in the rough hills of Kilnemanna and Owney, ſome 
mountains near Rog/crea, the lofty Keeper, Sliebh-na-Man, the 
Galtees and Knockmeledown, all of which occupy but a ſmall pro- 
portion of this extenſive county, the ſoil is generally very good, 
and in ſome large tracts, particularly in that which is called the 
Golden Vale, and about the town of Trpfperary, extremely rich and 
fertile. But this county is more celebrated for the excellence of its 
cattle, and the verdure of its ſheep walks, than for the number of 
its corn fields. Much wheat however is raiſed, chiefly in the 
ſouth, ſince it has no leſs than 48 boulting mills, which 1s a greater 
number than any other county can boaſt. 

Small rivers and brooks in abundance ſupply theſe mills: and 
the Suir rolls through the heart of the county. This river riſes 
in the mountain of Bendubb, on the borders of the King's County, 
and takes a ſouthern direction, till, obſtructed by the Waterford 
mountains, it is compelled to alter its courſe ; when, turning 
eaſtward, it flows in a deep and broad current, at the foot of theſe 
hills, paſſes under the bridges of Clonmell and Carrick, and after 


uniting with the Nore and the Barrow, meets the ſea, near a hun- 
dred miles from its ſource.

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III. FCCLESIASTICAL DIVISION OF 
IRELAND. 


1 eccleſiaſtical ſtate of this kingdom is ſtill leſs known than 
its topography, nothing authentic having yet appeared in 
print upon that ſubject. The ſtatements in the following pages 
are founded on the authority of the regiſtries and viſitation books 
of the reſpective dioceſes; on the communications with which 
the author has been favored by ſeveral of the biſhops and clergy ; 
and on the information which he acquired in viſiting the different 
parts of the kingdom. 

The firſt preachers of chriſtianity in Ireland eſtabliſhed a great 
number of biſhopricks, which gradually coaleſced into the 7hirry- 
two dioceſes, that have for ſeveral centuries conſtituted the eccle- 
ſiaſtical diviſion of the kingdom. But when the country became 
impoveriſhed and depopulated, by the perpetual feuds and fre- 
quent civil wars with which it was deſolated for ages; it was 
found neceſſary at different periods to unite ſome of the pooreſt 
of theſe ſees, in order that the biſhops might have a competence 
to ſupport the dignity and hoſpitality incumbent on their high ſta- 
tion: and hence it comes, that there are only !wenty-two prelates 
in the church of Ireland, 7wenty ſees being united under ren 
biſhops. "Theſe cauſes having had the ſame operation with reſpect 
to pariſhes, the 2438 pariſhes do not form quite 1200 benefices ; 
many having been conſolidated by the privy council, from time to 
time, under the authority of an act of parliament; and many 
others, though but epiſcopally united, having been conſidered as 
only one living time out of mind.

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ECCLESIASTICAL DIVISION, &c. FA 


This kingdom is divided eccleſiaſtically, as well civilly, into four 
provinces ; but the civil and eccleſiaſtical boundaries are far from 
coinciding, An archbiſhop preſides over each. The ſeven biſhops 
of the northern province are ſuffragans to the archbiſhop of AR- 
MAGH, who is LORD PRIMATE, and metropolitan of all Ireland. 
The archbiſhop of DuBLinis Lord Primate of Ireland, and has 
three ſuffragan biſhops in the eaſtern province. The ſouthern 
province with its / ſuffragans is under the juriſdiction of the 
archbiſhop of CasuerL, Lord Primate of Munſter. And the arch- 
biſhop of Tuam, Lord Primate of Connaught, preſides over the 
three biſhops of the weſtern province. 

The number of Deanries in this kingdom is h:rty-three, and 
of Archdeaconries hirty-four, But the archdeacons have not a vi- 
ſitatorial juriſdiction ; the government of the church of Ireland, 
which is in moſt things conformable to that of England, differing 
with reſpect to viſitations: for in Ireland, the biſhops hold a viſita- 
tion annually, and the archbiſhop viſits his ſuffragans every third 
year.

3 and 4. BISHOPRICKS or DOWN and CONNOR, 


Theſe biſhopricks were both founded in the 5th century, and 
united in the year 1454.

5. BISHOPRICK or DERRY. 


THIS ſee was conſtituted in the year 1158: its greateſt length 
is 47, and its greateſt breadth 43 miles *, extending into four 
counties.

Upon 
his death, in the ſame year, it was re-united to Kilmore, and con- 
tinued ſo, till Dr. Hort was promoted from thoſe ſees to the arch- 
biſhoprick of Tuam in 1741, when they were again ſeparated, and 
Ardagh was annexed to the archbiſhoprick ; which union has con- 
tinued ever ſince, though the dioceſe of E/phin intervenes between 
them. It extends into 6 counties, and yet it is a very ſmall dio- 
ceſe; the greateſt length from N. to S. being 42 miles, and the 
breadth, which is in ſome places but 4, never exceeding 14 *. 
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The length of Ardagb is 61 Engliſh miles, and the breadth from 5 to 18.

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The CHAPTER Of Sr. Patrick's, Dublin, conſiſts of the Dean, 
(who is elective by the archbiſhop and chapter) the Precentor, 
Chancellor, Treaſurer, 2 Archdeacons, of Dublin and of Glan- 
delough, and 19 Prebendaries. 

The members of the collegiate CHAPTER of Chriſt- church are 
the Dean, Precentor, Chancellor, Treaſurer, the Archdeacon of 
Dublin, and 3 Prebendaries. This deanry is annexed to the 
biſhoprick of Kildare. 

The PATRONAGE of the dioceſe is thus divided: The Crown 
preſents to 15 pariſhes; ; the archbiſhop to 144 ; the lord chancel- 
lor and the three chief judges, in conjunction with his grace, to 2 ; 
the chapter of Chriſt church, or its members ſeparately, to 23 ;

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2. KILDARE, 


THE biſhoprick of Kildare was founded about the end of the 
zth century.

The cathedral is ſmall, but kept in good order, and is alſo the 
pariſh church: but the biſhop has no place of reſidence in his dio- 
ceſe, and is always dean of Chriſt church, Dublin.

It comprehends the entire 
county of Carlow, a conſiderable part of the Queen's County, and 
extends into Wrick/ow and Kilkenny, This dioceſe is of a very 
irregular form ; in ſome places but 6, and in none above 13 miles 
broad, though it is 39 * miles long from N. to. S.

The cathedral is a large handſome pile, dedicated to 57. Canice, 
whence the borough of Iriſhtown, in which it ſtands, (adjoining 
to the city of K7/kenny) derives its name.

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The CHAPTER of Killalla is compoſed of a Dean, Precentor 
and Archdeacon, with 5 Prebendaries. In that of Acbonty there 
are the ſame dignities, with only 3 prebends. 

PATRONAGE. The Crown preſents to 2 pariſhes, which are 
the corps of the reſpective deanries, in each of theſe dioceſes. : 
the other 48 pariſhes are in the gift of the biſhop. 

The cathedral of KILLALLA is ſmall, but venerable for its 
antiquity : it is the only church in the pariſh, though a round 
tower at the other end of the village indicates the ancient fite of 
another church, of which however no veſtige remains. 

The palace is a very ſmall and ruinous houſe, ill ſituated and 
ill contrived, at the edge of a very fine demeſne ; but the preſent 
biſhop is making ſuch additions and improvements as will render 
it a very comfortable reſidence. It is not 30 miles diſtant from 
the moſt remote part of either dioceſe.

It appears by the foregoing pages, that there are in the whole 
kingdom 2436 pariſhes, which form at preſent 1123 benefices, 
with cure of Souls; excluſive of 111 ſinecures in the ſeveral dio- 
ce ſes. 

It appears alſo, that the churches amount to 1001; and the 
glebe-houſes to 354. Of the 1123 benefices there are only 366 
deſlitute of glebe. 

The table ſhews how large a proportion of the tythes are im- 
propriate, or the property of laymen. In the dioceſe of Elphin, 
they are in the ratio of tuo to three, and taking the whole king- 
dom as 1 to 3.58 which is z7wo ſevenths of the whole.

VOUS TSCHKIFP T. 


HE communication of ſome official documents, which were 

laid before the Iriſh parliament, while this book was in the 

preſs, tempts me to add to it a few 3 with a more correct 

account of the population, and fome particulars concern the 

prefent ſtate of the agriculture, manufactures, and exports of Ire- 
land. 

The increaſe of population has beenaſtoniſhingly rapid: the nun 
ber of inhabitants having been zreb/ed in little more than a centu- 
ry. Soon after the revolution they were eſtimated by Sir William 
Petty, at no more than 800,000. In the year 1695, a computa- 
tion was made from the returns of the collectors of hearth- money; ; 


* The round tower of Downpatrick was taken down, in order to enlarge the weſt end of the 
cathedral, which is now repairing, after having lain in ruins for a great number of years. And 
it is very remarkable, that under the foundations of this tower, were found the veſtiges of a 
more ancient church, which appears to have been of exeeeding good maſonry, and upon a 
larger ſcale than the preſent old fabrick, in the walls of which there are many pieces of cut 
ſtone, that have evidently been uſed in ſome former building. The ſame circumſtance may 
alſo be obſerved in ſeveral of the ruined churches at Claumacnoiſe. 
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by which it appears, that they amounted, at that period, to ſome- 
thing more than a million, there being then 200,000 houſes, I 
find that the number of houſes returned by thoſe officers at Lady- 
day 1781 was 477,602 *. An account was Jaid before the Houſe 
of Commons in the courſe of this ſeſſion ; in which the 
houſes of each county are claſſed, according to the number of 
hearths they contain, and amount in the whole to 701, 102 f. 
And if we allow only jve perſons to a houſe, the number of in- 
habitants muſt exceed THREE MILLIONS AND A HALF: but 
when we take into conſideration the great populouſneſs of the poor- 
eſt cottages, the many crouded houſes in Dublin and other large 
towns, and that the univerſity, the barracks, hoſpitals, and public 
offices are not included in the hearth-money returns ; we may 
perhaps, without exaggeration, rate the average number of perſons 
at five and a half to a houſe, and conſequently ſtate the population 
of Ireland, at this day, to be 3,850,000. This prodigious in- 
creaſe of population in ne Hundred years, is doubtleſs, in a great 
meaſure owing to the progreſſive improvements in agriculture and 
manufactures ; ſince the moſt induſtrious counties are the moſt 
populous. But we mult not overlook the natural cauſes which 
have alſo contributed to it : ſuch are the mildneſs of the climate, 
the abundance and convenience of fuel, and the habits of the 
people; who, content with ſimple food, are plentifully ſupplied 
with a wholeſome and cheap ſuſtenance, in that invaluable root the 
potatoe. Certain it is that the culture of the potatoe has increaſed 
amazingly, in the laſt thirty years: and it is as certain, that po- 
pulation invariably follows, where plenty of ſubſiſtence occurs.

That 
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That there is employment for this augmented number of inha- 
bitants, appears from the riſing wages of the labourer and artificer, 
in moſt parts of the kingdom. That manufactures and huſbandry 
are not only much extended in the places where they have been 
long eſtabliſhed, but ſpreading even into the moſt remote counties, 
has been partly ſhewn in the foregoing pages, and is confirmed by 
the ſubjoined extracts of official papers. That this country is in 
a ſtate of high and increaſing proſperity, is evident from the com- 
parative ſtatement of the exports of different periods : I have ſtated 
only two, but were there room here for further extracts concerning 
the ſtate of commerce in former times, the progreſs it has made 
would be ſtill more manifeſt. But the late great increaſe of the 
linen manufacture is owing to the export bounties, which com- 
menced in 1781: as the advancement of tillage is to be dated from 
1784. * Bounties on exportation had operated with various ſuc- 
ceſs at different times : but it was in that year that Mr. Foſter, 
now Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, framed the excellent ſyſ- 
tem of regulations, which have rendered bounties effectual. 

Some judgment may be formed of the ſtate of tillage, from an ac- 
count of the mills which are ſolely appropriated to the grinding of 
wheat and making of flour +. Of theſe there are 249.
